T he tragic murder of gay Univer¬ 
sity of Wyoming student 
Matthew Shepard has left Bay 
Area gays and lesbians searching for 
answers. Tonight (Thursday, October 
15), community activists and Com¬ 
munity United Against Violence 
(CUAV) will hold a vigil and speak- 
out at Castro and Market streets be¬ 
fore marching to the site where San 
Francisco resident Brain Wilmes was 
beaten at Mission and South Van 
Ness, near the Loading Dock bar. 

Lester Olmstead-Rose, executive 
director of CUAV, and community 
activists led by Tommi Avicolli 
Mecca and Michael Petrelis, hastily 
arranged tonight’s action. Interested 
people should gather at 6:30 p.m. at 
Harvey Milk Plaza. The speak-out 
will begin at 7; Petrelis and Olm¬ 
stead-Rose said it will include an 
open microphone, where speakers 
will have one minute each for indi¬ 
vidual remembrances. 

“All are invited. Bring a candle ” 
Petrelis told the Bay Area Reporter. 

At around 7:45, the group plans 
to walk to the Loading Dock bar on 
Mission Street near South Van Ness 
Avenue, said Olmstead-Rose. It was 
outside that establishment that 
Wilmes was fatally wounded in mid- 
March. After he was allegedly hit in 
the head by a stranger, Edgar Mora, 
Wilmes reportedly fell and struck his 
head on the pavement. He died from 
his injuries shortly after being at-

Fatal bashing of gay Wyoming

| ix days after he was stripped of his 
shoes in near-freezing weather, lashed 
to a fence, and beaten with a gun butt as he 
begged for his life, Matthew Shepard died 
Monday, October 12 without regaining con¬ 
sciousness. His last memories of life were of 
being lured into a truck by two men and 
driven to a remote location where he was 
mocked, savagely beaten comatose, and left 
for dead. 

Authorities believe the 21-year-old gay 
University of Wyoming student met Russell 
Henderson, 21, and Aaron McKinney, 22, at 
a Laramie, Wyoming bar October 6. Ac¬ 
cording to statements made by McKinney’s 
father and girlfriend, McKinney was embar¬ 
rassed that Shepard “flirted” with him at the 
bar, and the assailants wanted to get back at 
him. When the pair identified themselves as 
gay to Shepard, and invited him to join 
them in a pickup truck in the parking lot, 
the victim trusted them enough to accept 
their offer, even though he had been beaten 
twice in the recent past. Once there, police 
say, the men took off with Shepard trapped 
in the truck, beating him as they drove away. 

The beating escalated at a site about a 
mile outside of town, where the men had 
tied Shepard to a wooden fence and used the 
butt of a .357 Magnum to smash his skull.

President calls for hate crime standards 



Supreme Court waffles 
on equality for gays»„. M 


W here does the U.S. Supreme Court 
stand on equality under the law for 
gay and lesbian Americans? Many 
observers felt that the court had 
moved firmly towards inclusion two years 
ago when it handed down its decision in 
Romer v. Evans, which tossed out Colorado’s 
anti-gay Amendment 2. 

But all of that was thrown into question 
Tuesday, October 13 when the court refused 
to hear the appeal of a parallel case, Equity 
Foundation of Greater Cincinnati, Inc. v. City 
of Cincinnati. The suit challenged a 1993 
amendment to the Cincinnati city charter, 
Issue 3, which states that “No special class 
status may be granted based upon sexual 
orientation, conduct or relationships.” Some 
gay rights advocates argued that it created a 
kind of second-class citizenship. 

It is not unusual for the court to deny 
such an appeal, the overwhelming majority 
of cases are denied. But Justice John Paul 
Stevens took the highly unusual step of is¬ 
suing an opinion reminding people that 
“the denial of a petition for a writ of certio¬ 
rari is not a ruling on the merits.” Justices 
David H. Souter and Ruth Bader Ginsburg 
joined him in that opinion. The three are 
considered among the “moderate” wing of 
the generally conservative court. 

“Sometimes such an order reflects noth¬ 
ing more than a conclusion that a particular 


case may not constitute an appropriate 
forum in which to decide a particularly sig¬ 
nificant issue,” they wrote. 

“I am incredibly disappointed and 
shocked that the Supreme Court wouldn’t 
fix this problem,” Alphonse Gerhardstein 
told USA Today. He represented the gay 
rights advocates in the appeals process. “The 
Supreme Court has given up. That’s horri¬ 
ble.” 

Conservative Michael Carvin, the attor¬ 
ney who represented the winning side, in¬ 
terpreted the decision as meaning, “Local 
citizen initiatives can overturn gay rights 
laws even if states cannot.” 

But Lambda Legal Defense and Educa¬ 
tion Fund managing attorney Patricia M. 
Logue disputed that interpretation. “If the 
court wanted to change Romer, it would 
have taken the case.” And so Romer remains 
the precedent for future cases. 

“The Sixth Circuit read the Cincinnati 
charter amendment as merely a repeal of 
what the appeals court described as special 
protections and not as a prohibition of anti- 
discrimination laws,” said Matthew Coles. 
He is director of the Lesbian and Gay Rights 
Project of the American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU). He did not see the court as 
backing away from the Romer decision. 

And in Cincinnati, the gay group 
Stonewall Cincinnati renewed its call for an 


economic boycott against the city by shun¬ 
ning it as a convention site or vacation des¬ 
tination. It also announced that it would 
begin collecting signatures for a ballot ini¬ 
tiative to overturn the charter amendment. 
They hope to have it before the voters next 
May. ▼

Non-gay charges anti¬ 
gay harassment at UPS

' 20-year-old heterosexual 
man has filed an informal 
"'✓-complaint with the San 
Francisco Human Rights Com¬ 
mission (HRC) against his em¬ 
ployer, United Parcel Service 
(UPS), alleging harassment based 
on perceived sexual orientation. 

Antonio Ross, employed as a 
package handler with UPS for 
just over two years, one of two 
jobs he has in addition to attend¬ 
ing San Francisco State Universi¬ 
ty, reports that a male co-worker 
began harassing him with anti¬ 
gay rhetoric and actions in Au¬ 
gust 1997 based on that person’s 
perception that Ross is gay. 

Ross believes the co-worker’s 
presumption is based on Ross’s 
refusal to engage in crude work¬ 
place banter about attractions to 
and sexual acts with women. 

“I don’t conduct myself in that 
derogatory manner,” said Ross. 


“My momma taught me better 
than that.” 

Marianna Balquiedra, a dis¬ 
crimination investigator with the 
HRC, sent a letter to UPS on Sep¬ 
tember 22 specifying the allega¬ 
tions and offering to mediate the 
situation. 

Ross filed the informal com¬ 
plaint with the HRC after his im¬ 
mediate supervisors were unable 
to end the harassment and did 
not discipline the offending party. 

Complainants to the HRC 
often choose to file informal 
complaints if they are still em¬ 
ployed with the company in 
question although it limits the 
scope of HRC intervention to 
that of mediator. 

A formal complaint would 
allow the HRC to conduct an in¬ 
vestigation of allegations at a pri¬ 
vate company including the 
power to subpoena witnesses and 
information. 

Nearly 85 percent of discrimi¬ 
nation complaints to the Lesbian 


Gay Bisexual Transgender and 
HIV/AIDS Discrimination unit 
of the HRC are resolved through 
mediation according to Larry 
Brinken, director of the unit. 

Norman Black, manager of 
national media relations for UPS, 
stated definitively to the B.A.R. 
that the company is and has been 
actively engaged in working to re¬ 
solve the compliant and wel¬ 
comes the assistance of the HRC. 

“UPS does not tolerate any 
discrimination or harassment 
within the workplace. Our man¬ 
agement supervisors are expected 
to immediately respond or inves¬ 
tigate [complaints],” said Black. 

“We will be informing the 
[HRC] next week that [media¬ 
tion] is exactly what we would 
like to do,” he continued in com¬ 
ments made on Friday, October 
10, adding that UPS would be 
meeting with the HRC this week. 

If so, UPS will be responding 
within the 21-day time frame es¬ 
tablished in the HRC letter. ▼ 


AEF to offer extra grants to SF clients

S an Francisco residents with 
HIV/AIDS who have re¬ 
ceived the maximum $500 
in emergency financial assistance 
from the AIDS Emergency Fund 
(AEF) are eligible for an addition¬ 
al $100 this year, officials an¬ 
nounced, and new clients over the 
next five months can receive an 
annual grant of up to $600. About 
1,500 current AEF clients now 
qualify for the additional money, 
thanks to a one-time grant of 
$785,758 through the federal 
Ryan White CARE Act. 

The CARE Act money must be 
accessed by next February 26, and 
covers clients who have received 
grants on or after March 1, 1998, 
said Peter Atanasio, operations 
manager at AEF. It is not known 
how many new clients will be eli¬ 
gible for the $600 grants between 
now and the end of February, al¬ 
though AEF expects to serve 3,000 
clients during the year. 

AEF grants enable low income 
people living with HIV/AIDS 
throughout the Bay Area to meet 


financial obligations such as rent 
and utilities. The agency does not 
give the cash to clients, but makes 
out checks payable directly to 
clients’ creditors. Ken Turner, 
treasurer of AEF’s board of direc¬ 
tors, said the additional CARE 
funds will allow AEF to use pri¬ 
vately-raised money to serve 
clients after the CARE funds are 
spent. “We’ve already served 1,500 
people [in San Francisco],” he told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

Atanasio said the agency, which 
has among the lowest overhead ex¬ 
penses of any local AIDS service 
organization (ASO), will get to 
word out to all eligible clients 
through a mailing; additionally, 
the AIDS Office is expected to send 
notices to other ASOs that provide 
other services to AEF clients. 
Atanasio added that the retroactive 
checks will probably be done over 
a three-month period, starting 
next month, to avoid a backlog. 

The money that funds the new 
grants is part of $2,183,515 that 
was carried over from the 1997-87 
CARE award. Of the $2.1 million, 
$323,757 went to San Mateo 
County; $850,000 went to restore 


mental health contract cuts; 
$224,000 went to cover non- 
ADAP drug services; and the 
$785,758 to emergency financial 
assistance. AEF is the only 
provider in the emergency finan¬ 
cial assistance service category. 

The decisions on allocating the 
money for services in the city were 
made by the HIV Health Services 
Planning Council, which priori¬ 
tizes CARE Act funding in San 
Francisco, San Mateo, and Marin 
counties. The city had to receive 
authorization from the federal 
Health Resources Services Agency 
(HRSA), which was granted last 
month, according to Michelle 
Dixon at the AIDS Office. 

The money received by AEF 
can only be used for San Francis¬ 
co residents; San Mateo and 
Marin counties receive their 
CARE funds in lump amounts 
and make their own decisions on 
how to spend the dollars. ▼

> , he New Conservatory Theatre 

I at 25 Van Ness Avenue may 
present gay-themed perfor¬ 
mance pieces involving on-stage 
nudity, but when it comes to nudi¬ 
ty in art hanging on the lobby walls, 
don’t expect to find any; the the¬ 
ater’s Executive Director Ed Decker 
last week ordered the removal of 
three paintings by Visual AID artist 
Barbara Cooper, including one en¬ 
titled “NEA Artists Reception 1999” 
that depicts homophobe and long¬ 
time National Endowment for the 
Arts critic Senator Jesse Helms (R- 
North Carolina). 

Cooper told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that she feels “horrible” about 


the decision. Decker said in an in¬ 
terview that the decision was made 
because children come to the the¬ 
ater several days a week for a vari¬ 
ety of programs. Visual AID isn’t 
talking much about the snafu, ex¬ 
cept to say that it “regrets this un¬ 
fortunate mistake.” That comment 
by board President Robert Brown, 
was the only statement the agency 
would make on the record. Visual 
AID provides art supplies and other 
services to artists who are living 
with HIV/AIDS and other illnesses. 

“I did remove the paintings,” 
said Cooper, an artist who’s living 
with hepatitis C. “I’ve been crying 
all morning.” 

Cooper said the pieces that 
were removed were hung as part 
of a Visual AID exhibit that 


opened on October 1. By Monday, 
October 5, she got wind that 
something was wrong. According 
to Cooper, Decker told her he had 
to take off his “art hat” and put on 
his “administrative hat.” 

“If we take off our art hats, 
there is no art,” said Cooper. “This 
right wing thing is growing and 
this is a little piece of that.” 

Cooper said that for her NEA- 
themed painting, she received a 
$3,000 grant from the Marin Art 
Council. She finds it ironic that a 
painting critical of Helms and his 
role in cutting NEA funds for art 
projects was one of the pieces she 
was forced to remove. 

For his part, Decker told the 
B.A.R. that the incident was one 
big “miscommunication.”

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SB A to host workshop 
for gay, lesbian business 
people Saturday

" |P he U.S. Small Business Ad¬ 
ministration (SBA) will 
II host a workshop this Satur¬ 
day, October 17, in San Francisco 
to reach out to gay and lesbian 
business people and give queer 
entrepreneurs a chance to meet 
one-on-one with potential 
lenders. 

Openly gay San Francisco Su¬ 
pervisor Mark Leno, himself a 
small business owner, hailed the 
upcoming workshop and noted 
that most small businesses fail be¬ 
cause of lack of capital. Leno 
hosted a small business forum last 
month that was geared toward 
city business owners in general; 
Saturday’s event is specifically tai¬ 
lored to gays and lesbians. In ad¬ 
dition to the SBA, the Golden 
Gate Business Association, Bay 
Area Career Women, and the 
Lavender Pages are helping put on 
Saturday’s event. 

“I’m thrilled to see the Small 


Business Administration is proac¬ 
tive in its assistance to gay and les¬ 
bian businesses, specifically with 
regard to accessing capital,” Leno 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

Gary Marshall, economic de¬ 
velopment specialist with the 
SBA, stated that one of the objec¬ 
tives of the workshop, which is 
free and open to interested peo¬ 
ple, is to have lesbian and gay 
business owners learn how to suc¬ 
cessfully apply for a business loan, 
something that’s often the key to 
survival for a small business. 

Leno said that several recom¬ 
mendations came out of last 
month’s forum, and that although 
none have been approved, they 
could be studied further for pos¬ 
sible implementation. The pro¬ 
posals included the suggestions 
that the city establish a centralized 
service center for information 
about access to capital and other 
small business resources; and that 
the city coordinate with lenders to 
implement funding programs for 
small businesses. 


The SBA in Washington D.C. 
now has an openly gay man as its 
deputy director; Fred Hochberg 
was nominated to the post by 
President Bill Clinton and con¬ 
firmed by the Senate on May 21. 

Leno said he hopes those in 
the gay, lesbian, bisexual, and 
transgender community who op¬ 
erate small businesses, or want to 
find out about such an opportu¬ 
nity, will attend the workshop. 

“All information and educa¬ 
tion is of great value,” said Leno. 
“One of the reasons small busi¬ 
nesses fail in the early years is 
under-capitalization. People don’t 
have an idea of how much capital 
they need to have to make it 
through the lean times.” ▼

Expo to provide gay travel information, 
a chance to help HIV Nightline

i|P he sixth International Gay 
and Lesbian World Travel 
II Expo next Thursday, Octo¬ 
ber 22, will present travel oppor¬ 
tunities and services specifically 
focused on the lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 
ual, and transgender (LGBT) 
community. Moreover, it will raise 
money for a source of HIV infor¬ 
mation to thousands of callers. 

Organizers expect to match 
thousands of potential travelers 
with hundreds of local, national, 
and international gay travel sup¬ 
pliers representing many aspects 
of the industry including tour op¬ 
erators, airlines, hotels, cruises, 
and car rental companies. In addi¬ 
tion to companies that specifically 
serve the LGBT community, such 
as Family Abroad and Men on Va¬ 
cation, there will be a number of 
large companies that offer “gay- 
friendly” outreach, such as Amer¬ 
ican Airlines, Lufthansa, Carnival 
Cruise Lines, and Rail Europe. 

“People can decide where to 
invest their own vacation dollars 
and help gay and lesbian visibili¬ 
ty,” said Don Bapst, spokesperson 
for Community News Service, the 
organizer of the exposition. 

Bapst referred to United Air¬ 
lines as an example of companies 
“marketing to the community but 
not necessarily giving back to the 
community.” 

United has filed suit in federal 
district court opposing the imple¬ 
mentation of San Francisco’s land¬ 
mark equal benefits ordinance. 
The law requires companies doing 
business with the city to offer 
some benefits to domestic part¬ 
ners of employees if those benefits 
are offered to spouses. (See “Judge 
grants injunction to United Air¬ 
lines,” B.A.R., October 8). 

Bapst expects people will be 
surprised at the number of op¬ 
tions available for gay-friendly va¬ 
cations. “They don’t know that 


they can go to so many places and 
be so out,” he said. 

The exposition will also be a 
benefit for the AIDS/HIV Night- 
line, a switchboard that offers in¬ 
formation, referral, and support 
to callers during nighttime hours 
when other AIDS service agencies 
are closed. Nearly $35,000 was 
raised in 1997 through a raffle at

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For a lost Shepard 


Pt ome things are so horrific they almost 
can’t be imagined. One of those 
things, for the average human being, 
is the thought of being beaten to death as 
Matthew Shepard was. To be slowly savaged 
and then abandoned in near-freezing 
weather, with a fractured skull and no 
shoes, already comatose but probably still 
aware of the ebb and flow of pain and terror 
... that’s nearly unimaginable for most peo¬ 
ple. 

But not, unfortunately, for those of us in 
the queer community. 

The violence that claimed Shepard is a 
familiar part of everyday life for us: not that 
we lose a person every day to anti-gay vio¬ 
lence, but it’s certainly not an unknown 
phenomenon, even here in the center of the 
gay universe. In recent months a gay man 
named Brian Wilmes was beaten to death 
by a stranger in San Francisco, and a gay 
man named Louis Pearson was beaten to 
death by four strangers outside Ukiah. Pear¬ 
son’s autopsy described how a four-inch 
stick had been shoved through his nostrils, 
penetrating his sinus cavity and brain, 
which shows that Shepard’s torture wasn’t 
as aberrant as the mass media would like to 
pretend. 

Along with many ethnic minorities, we 
have been dragged into a bloody war by a 
few viciously intolerant foes - a war the 
media has ignored for too long. Now that 
reporters have been covering Shepard’s 
death, there is a frank discussion about hate 
crime laws (Wyoming, the so-called 
“Equality State,” is one of only nine states 
without any such laws on its books) but 
more importantly, about the hate crimes 
themselves. 

Like the news photos of lynchings that 
finally forced Americans to confront the 
horrors of institutionalized racism, this 
story is touching a nerve and sparking com¬ 
munication. And it’s bringing out the good 
and bad in everyone: while some heterosex¬ 
uals are waking up to the reality of deadly 
homophobia, others are reveling in it. Some 


gay groups are receiving hate mail gloating 
over Shepard’s death. And the mis¬ 
named “Reverend” Fred Phelps is 
dragging his gaggle of hate-filled 
Kansans to Wyoming for the fu¬ 
neral, “God Hates Fags” signs and 
all. How sickening. 

Matthew Shepard had to beg for 
his life as his killers beat him; he isn’t 
alive to beg for his dignity, so it’s some¬ 
thing the rest of us will have to 
take responsibility for. There’s 
not much that can be done 
about Phelps, who is very well- 
aware of laws guaranteeing his freedom of 
speech (and personal assault civil laws; he 


finances his trips by waiting for someone to 
touch him, and then aggressively sues 
them). There is, however, other work 
that can be done. 

Attend the memorials for 
Matthew Shepard and join others 
who are as angry as you are; network, 
discuss, plan, organize, and do. Act 
alone or in a group, but act. This 
^ week’s decision by the Supreme 
Court - to not decide whether 
queers in Cincinnati are hu¬ 
mans, too - shows that the 
struggle is far from over. 
Matthew Shepard’s death shows what 
happens if we don’t fight it. ▼

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Poster Patrol problems 

This is in response to the October 9 editorial “Pole 
poll polemic.” I must agree with the comment about 
the Castro Poster Patrol. My story started over three 
years ago on Halloween night when I was viciously 
attacked by employees of a Castro merchant who told 
her employees to beat me up. My attack was so severe 
that to this day I still suffer from some of the injuries 
that I received that night. 

At the time of the attack no one but my lover came 
to my rescue, even as hundreds of people watched me 
being stomped, kicked, and pounded into the side¬ 
walk by six people. I had no witnesses to the attack 
except my lover, who could not be a witness due to 
the fact that he had a motive to lie, and the attackers 
had several witnesses: friends of the merchant and the 
other employees who didn’t take part in the attack. 
All I needed was one witness who saw these people 
attack me first without being provoked by me. So my 
lover and I made fliers and posted them up all 
through the Castro. To our dismay the next day they 
were all torn down. So we put them up again. The fol¬ 
lowing day they were down again, and this time we 
got a call from the detective who was in charge of my 
case, who informed us that he had gotten a call from 
a group. This group identified themselves as a group 
who keep the Castro clean of fliers, and that fliers in 
the Castro are not allowed. 

Now common sense says that this is not an ad for 
a sale or a dance party, this is a call for help in finding 
a witness to crime that occurred in the 
Castro. If the Castro Poster Patrol is so 
concerned about keeping the Castro 
cleared of unsightly fliers then why are 
they not doing anything about those who 
had out club promotion fliers, which lit¬ 
ter the sidewalks all over the Castro? It 
seems that Castro Poster Patrol has not 
really thought this out very well.

Another 
friend told me that I would find out who my real 
friends are if I run for political office. 

From my on-the-street perspective, it seems the 
more material wealth they accumulate, the less com¬ 
passionate they are and the more fearful they become 
that they may lose what they have. They don’t give the 
homeless money, because they might stay in their 
neighborhood or more may come and they are not 
pretty to look at. I wonder if they give money in pri¬ 
vate to homeless organizations or if they have any 
compassionate ideas that will try to solve the prob¬ 
lem? Most of them are more concerned about where 
they will go on their next vacation than what they 
could do for a fellow human. They go to their black 
tie parties and pat themselves on the back for what 
they all have done for the community. 

I am funding my own campaign and am on a tight 
budget. A few weeks ago I showed up at the Alliance 
dinner, a non-partisan PAC (political action commit¬ 
tee) that supports lesbian and gay candidates. I asked 
to be comped a place at the table, and the treasurer 
told me that the other candidates had to pay to attend 
and so should I, regardless if I was a gay candidate. 
Fortunately the lesbian co-chair overheard the con¬ 
versation and ushered me into a vacant seat at a table 
and included me on stage with all of the other paying 
candidates at the end of the night. The treasurer said 
that I would be sent a notice that they made a $150 
contribution to my campaign. I thanked him. The 
dinner and company were good. 

My first lover and best friend died January 8 of a 
heart attack at age 43. What I learned about death is 
that it does not matter if you built a second house in 
Marin or had a Mercedes SL; you can’t take any of it 
with you, including your hair. People won’t remember 
us for any of this. They will remember us for what we 
did for humanity, for our community or for the earth.

What our culture cultivates 

The murder of a young gay man in Laramie, 
Wyoming demonstrates the need for hate crimes laws 
where they have not been legislated. 

However, hate crimes laws alone are no real de¬ 
fense against the hate we have traditionally cultivated 
in institutions and throughout society. We have cul¬ 
tivated pathological hatred through traditionally ac¬ 
cepted aristocratic and bourgeois alibis including: 

Social Darwinism (the fraudulent use of Darwin’s 
theories on the survival of the fittest); 

Creation of the Convenient Other (racism, sexism, 
homophobia, and other otherisms); 

The Cult of Manliness (using flawed theories on 
what it means to be human and male in civilized so¬ 
ciety); and 

Religious Bigotry (in all its odious denominations, 
incantations, and forms). 

You’ll know we are serious about preventing gay 
bashing, racism, anti-semitism, and other hate-gen¬ 
erated anti-social attitudes and behaviors, when 
everyone at all social stations (proletariat, bourgeois, 
and aristocrat) are routinely educated, beginning in 
the earliest of public and private school grades, about 
how pathological hatred is cultivated and manipulat¬ 
ed for economic, political, social, religious, personal, 
military, and other purposes. 

Until then, hate crime laws will merely be anoth¬ 
er passive-aggressive approach, along with the death 
penalty and three strikes laws, to treating anti-social 
violent criminal activities. These require a proactive 
approach, including comprehensive social skills and 
diversity awareness and appreciation education, eco¬ 
nomic opportunity, jobs, and job training. 

As long as we are satisfied in merely punishing vi¬ 
olent offenders with failed crime-fighting (preventa¬ 
tive) measures such as passive aggressive death penal¬ 
ties, three strikes, and hate crimes laws, then we will 
continue to endure the senseless cruelty and hate as 
displayed in the Laramie gay bashing.

Hung up in the closet 

[The following was sent to NBC news analyst Pete 
Williams:] 

Many Americans, myself included, have joined to¬ 
gether in condemning the brutal murder of Matt 
Shepard. He was savagely beaten on October 6 near 
Laramie, Wyoming, because he was openly gay and 
supposedly flirted with his alleged assailants. The New 
York Times on October 10 quoted a prominent 
Wyoming citizen as saying, “If I were a homosexual 
in Laramie, I would hang very low, very low. Openly 
gay behavior is not only discouraged, it’s dangerous.” 
This attitude prevails not just in the so-called Equal¬ 
ity State, but indeed throughout many parts of Amer¬ 
ica and the world. I imagine the local gay communi¬ 
ty in Wyoming was painfully aware of such attitudes 
long before Shepard was murdered. 

I hazard to say Shepard’s alleged assailants and a 
majority of state residents think they don’t know any 
homosexuals. It must be extremely difficult to be gay 
there and the closet is probably overly crowded, in 
part, because there are so few role models either liv¬ 
ing in Wyoming or from there who are openly gay. If 
the perpetrators of Shepard’s murder knew either a 
friend, a family member, an acquaintance, a teacher, 
a fire fighter, or public figure were gay, I believe the 
attackers would have been less inclined to carry out 
such a terrible crime. Familiarity with gays decreases 
the hostility we face from heterosexuals. 

I wonder what impact, if any, it would have had on 
Shepard’s alleged murderers if you had come out of 
the closet as a gay man when you were Assistant Sec¬ 
retary of Defense for the Pentagon, serving under De¬ 
fense Secretary Dick Cheney in the Bush administra¬ 
tion. What if you had told the world you are a gay man 
from Wyoming, and news outlets in the state widely 
covered your declaration either positively, or at least 
matter of factly? Would Shepard’s alleged killers have 
been influenced by your coming out and the massive 
media coverage it would have generated? I believe so. 

Shepard’s alleged killers were approximately 13 
and 14 years old when you were the subject of an out¬ 
ing campaign, which I participated in. If the suspects 
had been informed about your sexual orientation, 
perhaps they would have developed an acceptance of 
gays. Some gay leaders think the early teenage years 
is the best time to instill values of understanding 
about different groups in our society. 

It strikes me as ironic you and Shepard are both 
gay and natives of Casper, Wyoming. The big politi¬ 
cal difference between the two of you, of course, is 
that Shepard was brave enough to be openly gay, 
while you have not been equally so. If you had found 
the courage, like Shepard did, to inform the world 
and Wyoming about being a gay man I firmly think 
the rampant homophobia which fueled the attack 
would have greatly shrunk. Furthermore, if you had 
found a way to help build social and political gay 
groups in the state, your national celebrity status 
would have truly enhanced efforts to educate hetero¬ 
sexuals about the need to extend dignity and civil 
rights to gay Americans. 

The neutralizing impact against homophobia you 
could have had when you were the public face of the 
Pentagon is passed and can’t be changed. However, in 
your position as a reporter for NBC News, you still 
could bring tremendous change to how Wyoming cit¬ 
izens and America treat gay people. It is not too late 
for you to publicly acknowledge you are gay and send 
a message of tolerance when it is sorely needed. 

You have brought about positive changes for 
Wyoming residents as a reporter when you success¬ 
fully lobbied the Wyoming Supreme Court to allow 
televised coverage of its proceedings, and twice sued 
Wyoming judges over pre-trial exclusion of journal¬ 
ists from the courtroom. You could play a similar role 
in educating the people of Wyoming about gays and 
our right to life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness. 

I wish to remind you that in October 1992, while 
you were still working at the Pentagon, a similarly vi¬ 
cious attack was perpetrated on openly gay U.S. Navy 
petty officer Allen Schindler, in Sasebo, Japan. As you 
may recall, Schindler was slain by two fellow sailors, 
only one of whom was convicted for the crime, and 
they wrongfully asserted that Schindler had come on 
to them in a sexual fashion. For this purported flirta¬ 
tion Schindler was dragged to a public restroom 
where he was stomped, punched, and bloodied be¬ 
fore his killers crushed his skull against a porcelain 
urinal, then left to die an agonizing death. 

We must do everything to prevent more Shepards 
and Schindlers from being murdered by hostile het¬ 
erosexuals. Won’t you please summon the fortitude 
to once and for all tell the nation you are from 
Wyoming, work as a journalist dedicated to report¬ 
ing the truth, and you happen to be gay? 

Nothing can bring Shepard back to life. On the 
other hand, you have enormous potential to prevent 
other gay people from meeting the same tragic death. 
If not for Shepard and his memory, if not now, for 
whom and when will you be ready to make the world 
a better place for gays in Wyoming and everywhere, 
by stepping out of the closet?

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Delay and DoLittle?

1 t was only 10 months ago that 

national Democratic party 
H leaders were privately telling 
themselves (and the checkbook 
sugar daddies who finance their 
campaigns) that they had reason¬ 
able hopes of picking up the nec¬ 
essary 11 seats from the Republi¬ 
cans to regain control of the 
House of Representatives. House 
Minority Leader Richard 
Gephardt (D-Missouri) was qui¬ 
etly making plans to become the 
next house speaker, and Senate 
Minority Leader Tom Daschle 
was telling colleagues he thought 
the party could “hold its own” and 
possibly lose only one or two Sen¬ 
ate seats - thereby bucking the 
long held national trend of the 
party in control of the White 
House losing big in congressional 
off-year elections. 

Yes, indeed, at the first of this 
year things looked good for the 
Democrats, who could deliver the 
message to voters that they 
were saving Social Secu¬ 
rity, reforming health¬ 
care, fixing education, 
and had pushed through 
the first balanced bud¬ 
get that the country 
had seen in decades. 

What’s more, 
they had a 
president in 
the White 
House- who 
was immensely popular. The Re¬ 
publicans, in contrast, were fever¬ 
ishly fretting that they had no real 
message they could take to the 
voters. 

However ... that was before 
everybody on earth learned that a 
couple of years ago a 21-year-old 
White House intern had managed 
to maneuver herself into a situa¬ 
tion where she could be momen¬ 
tarily alone in the Oval Office 
with Bill Clinton, a middle-aged 
president whom even close allies 
admit still thinks like a sex-crazed 
college kid. 

Gephardt, who secretly be¬ 
lieved the Democratic party had at 
least a 50-50 chance of regaining 
control of the House, is now fever¬ 
ishly attempting to keep the party 
losses at somewhere around 20 
House seats. Where the party felt 
it had a better-than-even chance 
of holding its own in the Senate, it 
is now looking at a loss of up to 
seven or eight Democratic seats, 
giving Majority Leader Trent Lott 
and company complete control of 
that body - something the Repub¬ 
lican party has not had in more 
than a generation. 

In California alone (where De¬ 
mocrats once felt they had a 
chance of picking up three House 
seats) the party will likely lose two 
House seats to the GOP; and, un¬ 
less something in the form of a 
political miracle happens between 
now and November 3, incumbent 
Senator Barbara Boxer is politi¬ 
cal toast. 

Thanks, Bill. 

The annoying thing about 
much of this to most Democratic 
party leaders is that Clinton still 
thinks this is all about him. As 
long as the country is in good 
shape economically, Clinton’s per¬ 
formance polls (those perfor¬ 
mance polls that have to do with 
the country, not with Monica 
Lewinsky, that is) stay high, while 
his personal credibility ratings 
plummet through the floor, show¬ 
ing that most Americans think of 
him as something akin to a pig. 
Republicans dearly hope that 



more than a few Democrats will 
be so disgusted with the guy 
they’ll be inclined to forget about 
going to the polls, as some kind of 
protest vote. 

At the same time, the GOP has 
presented the whole affair to its 
hardline base as a ref¬ 
erendum on the presi¬ 
dent’s boorishness, and 
a reason to get out 
and vote against him 
next month. It’s 
working: the New York 
Times reported that the 
Christian Coali¬ 
tion found an 
astounding 84 
percent of 
evangelicals say 
the Clinton-Lewinsky scandal has 
made them more likely to vote on 
Election Day (and you know how 
they’re going to vote). 

Clinton might have lost the 
high ground for the Democratic 
party, but we can still save the 
party from him. Get out and vote 
on November 3; staying away 
from the polls gets us nothing. Ex¬ 
cept, of course, more power for 
homophobes like Lott, Newt Gin¬ 
grich, Jesse Helms, and the rest 
of those who already have an 
agenda against us. 

Unless you want to further 
empower a Republican party that 
has long ago declared war on our 
community, you must get out and 
vote and urge your friends to do 
the same. Our very survival is at 
stake here: we have got to elect 
Gray Davis governor, and return 
Boxer to Washington. 

True, many California voters, 
including many in the gay and les¬ 
bian community, think Boxer has 
the personality of a mountain 
lion; I’ve met her many times and 
I’m the first to agree she’s no Di¬ 
anne Feinstein, but the woman 
votes our way, and personality 
aside, she’s a very good friend of 
our community, is a dependable 
friend, and we must all get out 
and re-elect her. 

The same goes for Davis: not 
the most exciting politician I’ve 
ever met, but do we really want 
Dan Lungren, a confirmed enemy 
of our community, to be governor, 
continuing the policies of Pete 
Wilson for another four years? I 
would even appeal to those gay 
and lesbian Republicans (yes, 
there are some) to forget about 
party loyalty and vote instead for 
Boxer and Davis - two people we 
know will be there for us. 

Politics and people 

Boxer, by the way, picked up 
some much-needed support Sun¬ 
day when the San Francisco 
Chronicle (long a Republican- 
owned newspaper) urged her re- 
election. Meanwhile, State Senator 
Quentin Kopp’s announced sup¬ 


port for Boxer’s Republican op¬ 
ponent Matt (“Gays are sinners”) 
Fong should send a message to 
Willie Brown not to totally count 
out Kopp as a possible candidate 
for mayor next year. 

In the gubernatorial race, with 
less than three weeks to go before 
the election and Davis leading 
Lungren in all the announced 
polls (however slightly), Republi¬ 
cans are said to be worried that 
they stand a “better than even” 
chance of losing the Statehouse 
for the first time in 16 years. Some 
GOP political leaders are also 
grumbling that lame duck Gover¬ 
nor Wilson is “more interested in 
a shot at winning the White 
House in 2000” than in helping 
the right wing Lungren. 

After ignoring reports for 
weeks that correctional officers at 
the notorious Corcoran State 
Prison had set up certain inmates 
to be raped, last week Lungren, as 
attorney general, finally an¬ 
nounced an investigation of one 
widely publicized incident. (That 
victim, allegedly raped by a num¬ 
ber of other inmates with the ap¬ 
proval of prison guards, was being 
“punished” for allegedly kicking a 
guard.) Could the fact that the 
powerful statewide prison guards 
union last week endorsed Davis 
(the first time in decades the 
union has endorsed a Democrat 
for governor) have anything to do 
with Lungren’s sudden interest in 
this case, which is some five years 
old? Of course the attorney gen¬ 
eral says the “timely” investigation 
had nothing to do with politics. 

Meanwhile, Assemblywoman 
Carole Migden, Cris Arguedas, 
and Supervisor Mark Leno are 
among those sponsoring a 
fundraiser and reception for 
Davis this Monday, October 19,5- 
6:30 p.m. at 350 The Embar- 
cadero ($100 donation asked; call 
Julie Tremont at 252-9998 or 
Susie Berg at 928-1100 for info.) 

The next night, Feinstein and 
husband Richard Blum are host¬ 
ing a reception at their home 
from 5:30-7:30 for lieutenant gov¬ 
ernor nominee Cruz Busta¬ 
mante ($250; call Kristin Bertoli- 
nafor info at 916/441-1175). 

Some members of San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Marks Democratic Club 
are still grumbling at the “under¬ 
handed way” the president of the 
club quietly pushed through the 
endorsement of Supervisor Amos 
Brown; only seven members were 
present when the unannounced 
vote was taken. 

Good news from the South¬ 
land: incumbent Demo Represen¬ 
tative Loretta Sanchez is leading 
her homophobic right wing op¬ 
ponent, former Representative 
Bob Dornan, in the Orange 
County congressional race by 
more than 12 points; the hateful 
Dornan looks to be headed - fi¬ 
nally - to political retirement. 

Politics stalls dozens of Clin¬ 
ton nominees in Washington, and 
one of those who has become a 
political casualty is our very own 
Jim Hormel, Clinton’s designat¬ 
ed choice to become ambassador 
to Luxembourg; despite the deter¬ 
mined efforts of Feinstein and 
other top Democrats, this nomi¬ 
nation is history and this is one 
Hormel that’s truly canned. 

Man sound-bites dogs: De¬ 
mocrats running for re-election 
to the House should use as a cam¬ 
paign theme the fact that the Re¬ 
publican do-nothing Congress is 
personified by two of the GOP 
House members - DeLay and 
Dolittle. ▼

As they searched 
him, they found an ice pick and a 
sock containing a billiard ball, 
which could be used as a poten¬ 
tially deadly club. The weapons 
were confiscated and the man was 
told to move on. 

October 10, 10:30 p.m., Van 
Ness between Turk and Golden 
Gate: A lone gunman entered a 
cinema brandishing a revolver. 
The man forced the manager to 
give him the cash on hand and 
fled down Golden Gate Avenue. 
Police took statements from eye¬ 
witnesses and searched the area 
for the suspect. No one was in¬ 
jured and the suspect remains at 
large. 

Here are a couple of ways resi¬ 
dents and merchants can help 
keep the crime in the area from 
getting worse.

Meeting for Castro area

T he San Francisco Recreation and Park Department will host 
the second round of community meetings for the “Great 
Parks for a Great City” assessment project. The meeting for 
Castro and Noe Valley area residents will take place next Thursday, 
October 22 at the Eureka Valley Recreation Center. 

Parks department staff said the community meetings are part 
of a yearlong project to create a blueprint for the future of San 
Francisco parks, playgrounds, and recreational facilities.

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Chicago Hope - 
and compassion

O n the Wednesday, October 8 
edition of CBS’s Chicago 
Hope , the television drama 
depicted the difficulties a gay Ha¬ 
sidic teen has in revealing his sex¬ 
ual orientation to his father - a 
rabbi. After a suicide attempt, 
Jacob Joffe (Michael Goorjian), 
the gay teen, visits the hospital 
and is treated by the under¬ 
standing Dr. Aaron Shutt 
(Adam Arkin), a psychologist. 

After diagnosing and 
treating Jacob’s obses¬ 
sive/compulsive disor¬ 
der, Dr. Shutt attempts 
to discover what truly 
troubles the young 
man. Jacob tells Dr. 

Shutt that he desper¬ 
ately wants to follow in 
his father’s footsteps 
and become a rabbi. Yet 
Jacob feels his father will disown 
him because he is gay. 

Asked to describe what he 
thinks his father’s reaction to the 
news might be, Jacob envisions 
his father sitting Shiva, a Jewish 
tradition marking the death of a 
loved one. Dr. Shutt tells him that 
hiding one’s sexual orientation is 
another way of “being dead in 
life.” He agrees to help Jacob break 
the news to his father, who 
“blames” Dr. Shutt and orders 
Jacob to get married and have 
children. 

After Rabbi Joffe (Arthur 
Rosenberg) explains to Dr. Shutt 
his strongly held beliefs against 
homosexuality and asks him to 
“treat” Jacob, Dr. Shutt asks the 
rabbi, “what is the meaning of re¬ 
ligion - any religion - when it 
means tearing apart a father and 
son who clearly love one anoth¬ 
er?” Finally, the rabbi agrees to at¬ 
tend counseling with his son in 
order to keep the family together. 

This latest Chicago Hope 
episode is only the most recent 
example of how the show has 
continued to tackle difficult, yet 
timely and important issues relat¬ 
ing to the lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgender (LGBT) commu¬ 
nity. The complex and often 
heart-breaking problems that 
many gay teens face coming out of 
the closet in religiously conserva¬ 
tive families are rarely dealt with 
by primetime TV programs. The 
intersection of sexual orientation 
and Hasidic sects of Judaism is 
one we have not yet seen. Chicago 
Hope - which won a GLAAD 
Media Award in 1997 - dealt ex¬ 
tremely well with this agonizing 
dilemma for Jacob, and still man¬ 
aged to avoid demonizing an en¬ 
tire religious community.

Delta Dawn, what’s that 
frock that you have on? 

In the October issue of GQ 


magazine, writer Jack Hitt, a na¬ 
tive of Charleston, South Caroli¬ 
na, movingly describes a neighbor 
from his childhood, and in the 
process explores the past in a rich 
and substantial portrait of how 
race, sexuality, and gender played 
out in the person of Dawn Lang¬ 
ley Hall. A local celebrity, Hall was 
known as Gordon Langley Hall 
when he moved into the neigh¬ 
borhood, an English novelist of 
means who was known for enter¬ 
taining a multiracial group of 
friends, for keeping a large coterie 
of pets, and in 1968, effec¬ 
tively becoming the second 
person to undergo sex 
reassignment surgery 
(Christine Jorgensen 
was the first, in 1967.) 

Hitt recounts the 
fact that Hall was 
often the object of 
much gossip. Upon 
her return as Dawn 
Langley Pepita Hall, 
she married her 
African-American butler, and 
was seen pushing a baby carriage, 
her daughter in tow. It is from 
this narrative that Hitt begins to 
examine his own history (and 
that of his family), focusing on 
issues of race, class, and sexual 
orientation. In his later child¬ 
hood, he became friendly with 
two closeted gay men who repre¬ 
sented to him “a world beyond 
Charleston.” 

The story continues to chart 
Dawn’s life: a mysterious assault, 
the disappearance of her hus¬ 
band, and her subsequent depar¬ 
ture from the landscape of the 
very Southern Charleston after 
the auction of her home. Hitt 
then attempts to find out just who 
this woman really was, and what 
lived behind the artifice and leg¬ 
end that had surrounded her - 30 
years later. What he finds is that 
Dawn has written a book about 
her life. He contacts her and finds 
they are neighbors once again. 
Hitt meets with Dawn twice: first 
over lunch, where Dawn tells him 
that she is an intersex person, and 
again, two years later, with Dawn’s 
daughter Natasha, who takes care 
of her. While he initially reflects 
on questions that might test the 
veracity of the terms “mother” 
and “daughter,” Hitt later finds a 
touching and sincere respect for 
the family that Dawn has raised 
and loved, and that loves her.

Sheer then talks about Eliza¬ 
beth Taylor’s courageous initiative 
in spearheading campaigns for 
the American Foundation for 
AIDS Research (AmFAR), even 
when many others had shied away 
from doing the work that had 
been so stigmatized. 

Please thank Robert Sheer and 
Westside Weekly for a personal and 
emotional report that served as 
much more than a society item. It 
reminds us of how far away we are 
from the end of an epidemic.

stitutionally protected right to 
participate in the political process 
- a right that doesn’t depend on 
being “born that way.” 

In the wider world too, we all 
wish that gay people could be re¬ 
spected and valued regardless of 
what makes us gay.

lieving that choice played a signif¬ 
icant role. Perhaps supportive of 
this notion, some of the scientific 
research suggests that genes have 
less influence on sexual orienta¬ 
tion in women than in men. If 
this is the case, could pursuing the 
“immutability” argument be divi¬ 
sive, leading perhaps to greater 
legal protection for gay men than 
for lesbians? And what about bi¬ 
sexuals - surely they have a 
choice? 

I don’t belittle the degree of 
choice that gay or bisexual people 
have about their sexuality. But I 
think the choice relates mostly to 
the outward expression of that 
sexuality: the choice to act on 
one’s same-sex attraction, to iden¬ 
tify as gay or bisexual, to join the 
gay community, and so on. I 
doubt that many people, whether 
gay, bisexual, or straight, have any 
choice about who they find sexu¬ 
ally attractive. 

To some people, it seems inap¬ 
propriate to make an internal 
mental disposition - sexual orien¬ 
tation - the equivalent of an out¬ 
wardly visible trait such as skin

\ ■■ he Fifth and Fourteenth 
Amendments to the U.S. 

II Constitution guarantee 
everyone the equal protection of 
the laws. Many well-known gay 
rights cases, such as the successful 
1992 challenge to Colorado’s anti¬ 
gay Amendment 2, have used 
equal-protection arguments. Sci¬ 
entists who study sexual orienta¬ 
tion have been drawn into these 
cases, usually in an attempt to 
prove that gay people are “born 
that way.” In the Colorado case, 
for example, gay-gene researcher 
Dean Hamer testified about his 
own research. “Since people don’t 
choose their genes,” he said at one 
point in the trial, “they couldn’t 
possibly choose their sexual ori¬ 
entation.” 

The importance of the “born- 
that-way” argument has to do 
with the fact that equal-protec¬ 
tion doctrine does not in fact offer 
equal protection to all. Rather, it 
offers the highest degree of pro¬ 
tection to groups of people who 
fulfill certain criteria: they must 
have been the victims of discrim¬ 
ination, they must have been un¬ 
able to rectify the situation 
through the normal political 
process, and they must have little 
choice about belonging to the 
group (the so-called “immutabil¬ 
ity” requirement). Racial minori¬ 
ties, and groups defined by their 
national origin, are the main ex¬ 
amples of such highly-protected 
groups. Judges are expected to 
strike down any law that discrim-

inates against such a group, unless 
it can be shown to serve a com¬ 
pelling national interest. 

It’s the immutability require¬ 
ment that depends on scientific 
evidence. In my view, this evi¬ 
dence does support the view that 
sexual orientation is immutable in 
the equal-protection 

sense. The evidence -_r 1 i ^ 

includes not just the 
genetics but also the brain re¬ 
search by myself and others, as 
well as research into efforts to 
convert gay people to heterosex¬ 
uality by a variety of 
means. Even the 
Christian Right seems 
finally to be getting 
hold of the idea that 
conversion doesn’t 
work: their recent ads spoke only 
of gay people becoming celibate 
or getting married, which is noth¬ 
ing to do with changing one’s sex¬ 
ual orientation. 

Not all gay people believe that 
sexual orientation is inborn or 
immutable. The great majority of 
gay men, according to an Advocate 
survey, believe they were born gay, 
but lesbians have more diverse 
opinions on the matter, some be- 


color. Certainly, sexual orienta¬ 
tion can be hidden in a way that 
skin color cannot. But a gay per¬ 
son who conceals his or her sexu¬ 
al orientation is already a victim 
of discrimination, in my opinion 
- perhaps more so than a gay per¬ 
son who is out of the closet. And 
scientific research in- 
creasingly sug¬ 
gests that mental 
traits can have biological 
roots as deep as those that con¬ 
tribute to our physical make-up. 

It would be great if the law 
respected the identity 
and sexual expression 
of gays and lesbians, 
regardless of what de¬ 
termines a person’s 
sexual orientation. Un¬ 
fortunately the 1986 Bowers vs. 
Hardwick decision, in which the 
Supreme Court ruled that the 
constitutional right to privacy 
does not cover gay sex, has great¬ 
ly restricted this line of attack. But 
there are still ways in which the 
Constitution protects us that are 
not dependent on theories of cau¬ 
sation. In the Amendment 2 case, 
for example, the decisive argu¬ 
ment concerned gay people’s con- 
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Proposition 5, the California Indian Self-Reliance Initiative,will allow 
Tribes to continue creating jobs, educating their children, providing health 
care for tribal elders and generating over 120 million dollars in taxes.

Universalist [U-U] Fellowship of 
Redwood City last Sunday, Octo¬ 
ber 4, he shared a core belief he 
has evolved as a U-U pastor. 
Smith, 34, has developed his con¬ 
cept through study, worship, and 
experience from his earliest years 
in Mississippi in a pentecostal 
fajth, through seminary study at 
Howard University in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., service at a U-U church 
in the Borough of Queens, New 
York and the national Unitarian 
Universalist Association in 
Boston, to his present assignment 
with the First Unitarian Church 
of Oakland. 

A tall, slender African-Ameri¬ 
can man with Rastafarian locks, 
Smith spelled out why he believes 
labeling with only one personal 
characteristic or belief is a “mis¬ 
nomer” identification that “con¬ 
ceals as much as it reveals.” As 
background, he described a sur¬ 
vey that was conducted in his 
Oakland church and was designed 
to elicit such identification as 
race. Likening such identification 
as a “little cell,” he condemned it 
as limiting one’s total self and 
thereby distorting identity. 

Nevertheless, in a later conver¬ 
sation with the Bay Area Reporter, 
Smith made it clear that for some 
people in particular roles and at 
special times, such identification 


is both true and useful. As a life 
partner to a man who is a profes¬ 
sor of theology, Smith conceded 
that indentifying as a gay man in 
such a social context has accept¬ 
able meaning and is not the per¬ 
sonal oppression it might other¬ 
wise appear. 

Smith was also careful to note 
that identifying gay within accep- 
tant religious settings is valuable 
in helping those who feel greater 
psychcological comfort among 
people of similar sexual orienta¬ 
tion and thereby gain better faith 
in the larger context of “relating to 
the divine.” Examples such as the 
Metropolitan Community 
Church, Dignity, Integrity, and 
Lutherans Concerned were cited. 

The U-U’s own “Welcoming 
Congregation” he classified as one 
such group. 

Now in the latter part of a two- 
year contract as an outreach, ex¬ 
tension minister from the Boston 
headquarters, Smith will soon 
face a choice of continuing in his 
present role in the Oakland 
church or possibly being re-as- 
signed somewhere else. V

Decker said. “It’s sort of part of 
our mission to make the facility 
open to a broad range of pro¬ 
grams. In trying to make it acces¬ 
sible, we need to make it age-ap¬ 
propriate, so people don’t feel am¬ 
bushed. I had some concerns.” 

Decker, who said he “really 
loves” Cooper’s work, denied the 
incident was about censorship. He 
said that when the theater puts on 
gay-themed or other perfor¬ 
mances, people have a choice 
about whether to pay to see the 
works, whereas with the art hang¬ 
ing in the lobby area, they don’t. 
Cooper said that he received “a 
couple” of comments about the 


paintings that contained nudity. 

Decker said the incident is his 
fault, and said he should have been 
there when the paintings were ini¬ 
tially hung. According to Decker, 
children are in the theater complex, 
in the basement of the building, 
about four days a week for various 
programs either through school or 
on weekends. He said Visual AID 
will continue to be allowed to hang 
art work by its members. 

Cooper replaced the three 
paintings with three other pieces, 
and is grateful to Visual AID for 
the services they’ve provided to 
her. She said the agency has been 
supportive. 

“It’s interesting that such a liber¬ 
al theater would do this. The whole 
painting is about censorship and 
they want it down,” said Cooper. T

Studies show that without the LBM you need, you could 
become weaker, get sick more often and may not live as long as people who are not 
losing lean body mass; although the clinical significance of treatment-induced 
weight gain and increasing LBM have not been established. Physical performance 
was assessed by treadmill exercise testing. Grip strength, another measure of 
muscle performance may decline, probably due to increased tissue fullness, which 
sometimes occurs with growth hormone. Subjective assessment of performance 
was measured in a nine-point questionnaire. SEROSTIM showed significant 
improvements on two points—change in appearance and overall benefit of 
therapy—while results of the other measures were inconclusive. Patients who 
continue to lose weight in their first two weeks of therapy should be reevaluated. 


SEROSTIM isn’t a steroid, an appetite 
stimulant or nutritional supplement. It’s a 
completely new anabolic (LBM building) 
and anticatabolic (inhibits LBM break¬ 
down) treatment that increases LBM and 
improves physical performance by inter¬ 
acting with a variety of cell types. 

One way to know for sure if your 
treatment has restored LBM is to ask your 
doctor about BIA or Bioelectrical Impedance 
Analysis. BIA measures body composition 
so changes in LBM can be monitored.

Physicians rated these symptoms as mild-to-moderate, and in most cases they 
will subside with continued treatment. Hyperglycemia may occur in HIV-infected 
individuals due to a variety of reasons. SEROSTIM use was associated with a min¬ 
imal increase of mean blood glucose concentration. Also, SEROSTIM must be 
used along with anti-HIV drug therapy. Data related to interactions between 
SEROSTIM and anti-HIV treatments are not yet available.

BRIEF SUMMARY. SEE FULL PRESCRIBING INFORMATION BEFORE PRESCRIBING. 

INDICATIONS AND USAGE: Serostim® [somatropin (rDNA origin) for injection] is indicated for the treatment of AIDS 
wasting or cachexia. This indication is based on analyses of surrogate endpoints in studies of up to 12 weeks in duration. 
Concomitant anti-viral therapy is necessary (see PRECAUTIONS: General) . The continued use of Serostim treatment should 
be reevaluated in patients who continue to lose weight in the first two weeks of treatment. 

-CONTRAINDICATIONS: Serostim is contraindicated in patients with a known hypersensitivity to growth hormone. 
PRECAUTIONS: General : Serostim therapy should be carried out under the regular guidance of a physician who is 
experienced in the diagnosis and management of AIDS. Inadequate nutritional intake, malabsorption and hypogonadism, which 
are common in individuals with AIDS and which may contribute to catabolism and weight loss, should also be monitored 
and treated. 

HIV and Growth Hormone Considerations: In some experimental systems, recombinant human Growth Hormone (r-hGH) has been 
shown to potentiate HIV replication in vitro at concentrations ranging from 50-250 ng/ml. There was no increase in virus production 
when the antiretroviral agents, zidovudine, didanosine or lamivudine were added to the culture medium. Additional in vitro studies have 
shown that r-hGH does not interfere with the antiviral activity of zalcitabine or stavudine. In the controlled clinical trials, no significant 
growth hormone-associated increase in viral burden was observed. However, the protocol required all participants to be on concomitant 
nucleoside analogue therapy for the duration of the study. In view of the potential for acceleration of vims replication, it is recommended 
that HIV+ patients be maintained on nucleoside analogue therapy for the duration of Serostim treatment. 

Increased tissue turgor (swelling, particularly in the hands and feet) and musculoskeletal discomfort (pain, swelling and/or 
stiffness) may occur during treatment with Serostim, but may resolve spontaneously, with analgesic therapy, or after reducing 
the frequency of dosing (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION). 

Carpal tunnel syndrome may occur during treatment with Serostim. If the symptoms of carpal tunnel syndrome do not 
resolve by decreasing the weekly number of doses of Serostim, it is recommended that treatment be discontinued. 

Patients should be informed that allergic reactions are possible and that prompt medical attention should be sought if an 
allergic reaction occurs. None of the 188 study participants with AIDS wasting who were evaluable for antibody assessments 
and who were treated with Serostim for the first time developed detectable antibodies to growth hormone (> 4 pg binding). 
Patients were not rechallenged. 

Recombinant Human Growth Hormone (r-hGH) has been associated with acute pancreatitis. 

Hyperglycemia may occur in HIV-infected individuals due to a variety of reasons. Serostim use was associated with a 
minimal increase of mean blood glucose concentration. Patients with other risk factors for glucose intolerance should be 
monitored closely during Serostim therapy. 

No cases of intracranial hypertension (IH) have been observed among patients with AIDS wasting treated with Serostim. The 
syndrome of IH, with papilledema, visual changes, headache, and nausea and/or vomiting has been reported in a small 
number of children with growth failure treated with growth hormone products. Nevertheless, funduscopic evaluation of patients 
is recommended at the initiation and periodically during the course of Serostim therapy. 

Kaposi's sarcoma, lymphoma, and other malignancies are common in HIV+ individuals. There was no increase in the 
incidence of Kaposi’s sarcoma, lymphoma, or in the progression of cutaneous Kaposi’s sarcoma in clinical studies of 
Serostim. Patients with internal KS lesions were excluded from the studies. Potential effects on other malignancies are 
unknown. 

Information For Patients : Patients being treated with Serostim should be informed of the potential benefits and risks 
associated with treatment. Patients should be instructed to contact their physician should they experience any side effects or 
discomfort during treatment with Serostim. It is recommended that Serostim be administered using sterile, disposable 
syringes and needles. Patients should be thoroughly instructed in the importance of proper disposal and cautioned against 
any reuse of needles and syringes. An appropriate container for the disposal of used syringes and needles should be 
employed. Patients should be instructed to rotate injection sites to avoid lipodystrophy. 

Drug Interactions : Formal in vitro drug interaction studies have not been conducted. No data are available on drug 
interactions between Serostim and HIV protease inhibitors or the non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors. 
Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis. Impairment of Fertility : Long-term animal studies for carcinogenicity have not been performed 
with Serostim. There is no evidence from animal studies to date of Serostim-induced mutagenicity or impairment of fertility. 
Pregnancy : Pregnancy Category B. Reproduction studies have been performed in rats and rabbits. Doses up to 5 to 10 times 
the human dose, based on body surface area, have revealed no evidence of impaired fertility or harm to the fetus due to 
Serostim. There are, however, no adequate and well controlled studies in pregnant women. Because animal reproduction 
studies are not always predictive of human response, this drug should be used during pregnancy only if clearly needed. 
Nursing Women : It is not known whether Serostim is excreted in human milk. Because many drugs are excreted in human 
milk, caution should be exercised when Serostim is administered to a nursing woman. 

Pediatric Use : In two small studies, 11 children with HIV associated failure to thrive were treated subcutaneously with human 
growth hormone. In one study, five children (age range, 6 to 17 years) were treated with 0.04 mg/kg/day for 26 weeks. In a 
second study, six children (age range, 8 to 14 years) were treated with 0.07 mg/kg/day for 4 weeks. Treatment appeared to 
be well tolerated in both studies. These preliminary data collected in a limited number of patients with HIV associated failure 
to thrive appear to be consistent with safety observations in growth hormone treated adults with AIDS wasting. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS: In two placebo-controlled clinical trials in which 205 patients were treated with Serostim the most 
common adverse reactions judged to be associated with Serostim were musculoskeletal discomfort and increased tissue 
turgor (swelling, particularly of the hands or feet) (see PRECAUTIONS: General) . These symptoms were generally rated by 
investigators as mild to moderate in severity and usually subsided with continued treatment. Discontinuations as a result of 
these events were rare. 

Because of the diverse clinical manifestations of AIDS, and the frequent occurrence of adverse events associated with 
underlying disease process, it was often difficult to distinguish adverse events possibly associated with the administration of 
Serostim from underlying signs or symptoms of AIDS or associated intercurrent illnesses. 

Clinical adverse events which occurred during the first 12 weeks of study in at least 10% of those who received Serostim 
during the two placebo-controlled trials are listed below by treatment group, without regard to causality assessment.

Adverse events that occurred in 1% to less than 10% of study participants receiving Serostim in the two placebo-controlled 
clinical efficacy studies are listed below by body system. The list of adverse events has been compiled regardless of causal 
relationship to Serostim. 

Body as a Whole, rigors,'-’flu-like symptoms, back pain, malaise, asthenia, carpal tunnel syndrome (see PRECAUTIONS: 
General) , chest pain, hot flashes, allergic reaction. Gastrointestinal System, oral leukoplakia, flatulence, dyspepsia, dry 
mouth, constipation, ulcerative stomatitis, increased amylase, dysphagia, esophagitis, colitis, pancreatitis, rectal disorder, 
gastritis, tongue ulceration, gingivitis. Musculoskeletal System, muscle weakness. Central and Peripheral Nervous System. 
dizziness, convulsions, hypertonia, neuralgia, tremor, encephalopathy, nystagmus, meningism. Respiratory System. 
dyspnea, coughing, sinusitis, upper respiratory tract infection, pharyngitis, rhinitis, pneumonia, bronchitis, increased 
sputum, respiratory disorder, bronchospasm, pneumonitis, pleurisy. White Blood Cell and Reticuloendothelial System 
Disorders-, cervical lymphadenopathy, eosinophilia. Skin and Appendages: skin disorder, folliculitis, rash, alopecia, 
photosensitivity reaction, erythematous rash, pruritus, abnormal pigmentation, seborrhea, dermatitis, skin ulceration, acne, 
skin discoloration, verruca. Psychiatric, depression, anxiety, somnolence, nervousness, appetite increased, amnesia, 
abnormal thinking. Metabolic and Nutritional: hypertriglyceridemia, increased alkaline phosphatase, dehydration, increased 
creatinine phosphokinase, increased LDH, glycosuria, hypokalemia, cachexia, thirst, acidosis. Immune System Dysfunction. 
moniliasis, bacterial infection, Pneumocystis carinii infection, viral infection, infection, Herpes simplex, sepsis, abscess, 
fungal infection, Herpes zoster. Urinary System, hematuria, urinary tract infection, nocturia. Liver and Biliary System. 
abnormal hepatic function, hepatomegaly, hepatitis. Vision retinitis, abnormal vision, photophobia. Platelet, Bleeding and 
Clotting, thrombocytopenia, purpura. Cardiovascular, General: abnormal ECG, heart murmur, hypertension, hypotension. 
Application Site, injection site pain, injection site reaction. Neoplasms: Kaposi’s sarcoma. Male Reproductive epididymitis, 
penis disorder, inguinal hernia. Hearing and Vestibular: earache, ear disorder, decreasing hearing. Endocrine: gynecomastia, 
male breast pain. 

The types and incidences of adverse events reported in an open-label, extension trial and in a single, foreign trial, for up to one 
year, were not different from, or greater in frequency, than those observed in the primary, placebo-controlled, clinical trials. 

OVERDOSAGE 

Glucose intolerance can occur with overdosage. Long-term overdosage with growth hormone could result in signs and 
symptoms of acromegaly. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

Serostim®[somatropin (rDNA origin) for injection] should be administered subcutaneously daily at bedtime according to the 
following dosage recommendations: 


Weight Range 

Dose* 

>55 kg 

6 mg SC daily 

45-55 kg 

5 mg SC daily 

35-45 kg 

4 mg SC daily 


*Based on an approximate daily dosage of 0.1 mg/kg. 


In patients who weigh less than 35 kg, Serostim should be administered at a dose of 0.1 mg/kg subcutaneously daily at 
bedtime. 

Dose reductions for side effects felt to be related to treatment with Serostim, which are unresponsive to symptomatic 
treatment, may be effected by reducing the total daily dose or the number of doses given per week. 

In patients who continue to lose weight at week 2, reevaluate for concurrent opportunistic infections or other clinical events. 
Injection sites should be rotated. 

Safety and effectiveness in pediatric patients with AIDS have not been established.

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Fallon Building landmarked, DOMA 
defied, GMC commended by mayor

lanked by members of 
Friends of 1800 Market 
m Street, San Francisco Super¬ 
visor Mark Leno, and members of 
the Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, Trans¬ 
gender Community Center Pro¬ 
ject (CCP) board of directors, 
Mayor Willie Brown signed legis¬ 
lation designating the Fallon 
Building as a landmark last Fri¬ 
day, October 9. 

The mayor also signed legisla¬ 
tion denouncing the submission 
of petitions to place the Defense 
of Marriage Act on the ballot as a 
statewide initiative, and com¬ 
mended the San Francisco Gay 
Men’s Chorus (GMC) on its 20th 
anniversary. 

Supervisor Leslie Katz spon¬ 
sored the legislation designating 
the Fallon Building as a landmark, 
capping a year of controversy over 
the fate of the historic Queen 
Anne Victorian, originally slated 
to face the wrecking ball. The 
CCP board ultimately reversed its 
original decision to demolish the 
structure after Friends of 1800 
sprang up and hastily organized a 
successful campaign to save the 
building. 

During the controversy, which 
pitted members of the CCP board 
against preservationists, the 
mayor brought all parties to his 
office for several sessions of nego¬ 
tiations. Eventually an agreement 


was reached to save and renovate 
the building, which will house ad¬ 
ministrative offices and provide 
meeting space once the commu¬ 
nity center is constructed, accord¬ 
ing to the preliminary design. A 
new structure will be constructed 
next to the Fallon Building, and 
the CCP board is currendy hold¬ 
ing community meetings to get 
additional input on the design. 

“Both sides are finally getting 
along with each other,” the mayor 
quipped as many Friends of 1800 


supporters joined a couple of 
CCP board members to surround 
Brown as he signed the legisla¬ 
tion. “I remember the first joint 
meeting. I think I had security.” 

At the start of his administra¬ 
tion, Brown committed up to $6 
million for the construction and 
renovation of the community 
center. Originally, the mayor 
spoke out in favor of the Fallon 
Building’s demolition, because 
initial estimates to renovate it 
were above what the CCP could 


afford. However, more architec¬ 
tural work and site visits were 
completed, leading to a lower ren¬ 
ovation cost. The CCP board and 
the mayor have since changed 
their positions on the issue and 
are satisfied with the landmark 
designation, which will only apply 
to the exterior of the structure. 
The special character and special 
historical, architectural, and aes¬ 
thetic interest and value of the 
building conforms to the stan¬ 
dards of the city’s planning code 


for landmark designation. 

“It’s the type of architecture 
that deserves to be preserved,” 
Katz told the Bay Area Reporter. 
Katz, who served on the CCP 
board before becoming a supervi¬ 
sor, called the negotiations be¬ 
tween both sides a success, in that 
a compromise was reached that 
was satisfactory to everyone in¬ 
volved. “It’s a model of how we 
should work on things. I’m de¬ 
lighted to see this. It will bring 
some extra benefits to the build¬ 
ing.” 

Denouncing DOMA 

The mayor also used his Friday 
news conference to sign legisla¬ 
tion sponsored by Leno that de¬ 
nounces the submission of peti¬ 
tions to place a DOMA initiative 
on the California ballot. Led by 
state Senator Pete Knight (R- 
Palmdale), supporters of the 
DOMA initiative turned in signa¬ 
tures recently with the hopes of 
getting the measure on the ballot, 
perhaps in June 2000. If it does 
make the ballot and is approved 
by voters, it would outlaw gay 
marriages in the state. Brown be¬ 
came the first mayor in the coun¬ 
try to legislatively oppose the 
measure. 

“I stand against these types of 
measures that divide - instead of 
unite - our culture,” the mayor 
stated.

Statewide protest 
against treatment of 
prisoners Saturday

coalition of prisoner rights 
organizations will hold ral- 
' ’ lies at California prisons 
this Saturday, October 17 to 
protest brutality by guards and 
medical neglect. 

The Northern California com¬ 
ponent of the first statewide Car¬ 
avan for Prisoners’ Human 
Rights, initiated by California 
Prison Focus and the California 
Coalition for Women Prisoners, 
will stop at the women’s prisons 
in Chowchilla at noon. It will then 
join a contingent from Southern 
California for a rally at Corcoran 
State Prison at 2:30 p.m. 

Organizers allege that medical 
neglect and abuse continue in 
California’s prisons despite a re¬ 
cent successful class action lawsuit 
- a 1990 U.S. District Court con¬ 
sent decree mandating treatment 
guidelines for a number of dis¬ 
eases including HIV - and a re¬ 
cent public hearing in Sacramen¬ 
to on the abuse. 

“California leads the nation in 
prisoners’ deaths, guard brutality, 
three strikes you’re out, and med¬ 
ical neglect and abuse,” according 
to a statement from organizers. 
“The caravan for prisoners’ 
human rights hopes to unite 
everyone who opposes the injus¬ 


tices of the prison industrial com¬ 
plex.” 

Activists from the HIV in 
Prison Committee (HIP) of Cal¬ 
ifornia Prison Focus recently 
completed their fifth investiga¬ 
tive trip to Corcoran State Prison 
- alleged to be the site of some of 
the most negligent care, along 
with the Central California 
Women’s Facility - and reports 
that HIV-positive prisoners face 
a variety of problems including 
four- to six-week waiting lists to 
see doctors, delays of two to three 
weeks to refill AIDS-related pre¬ 
scriptions, and confidentially vi¬ 
olations. 

“They are basically creating a 
death camp,” said HIP Chairper¬ 
son Judy Greenspan. “Medical ne¬ 
glect is a form of brutality.” 

She explained that perhaps be¬ 
cause these conditions “seem to 
be happening really in all the pris¬ 
ons at this point,” HIV-positive 
prison inmates tend to hide their 
serostatus. 

HIP estimates there may be as 
many as 10,000 HIV-positive pris¬ 
oners in the system - far more 
than the 1,500 they say the Cali¬ 
fornia Department of Corrections 
documents. 

Recent revelations about insti¬ 
tutionalized rape as a form of cor¬ 
rectional punishment at Corcoran 
[see accompanying story, this page] 


also raise the possibility of in¬ 
creased HIV transmission at that 
- and other - California prisons. 
Greenspan denounced last week’s 
publicized announcement that 
some guards had been charged 
with setting up prison rapes. 

“It is not enough to issue a few 
token indictments,” she told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “The entire 
system is rotten.” Stating her be¬ 
lief that as long as the system is in 
place that created the backdrop 
for the rapes, similar abuses will 
continue, she said, “We want an 
investigation of the entire system.” 

According to caravan organiz¬ 
ers, California has the largest 
prison population in the country, 
the most maximum security con¬ 
trol units in the country, and the 
two biggest women’s prisons in 
the world. 

Organizers also allege that 
more prisoners were shot by 
guards at Corcoran two years ago 
than were shot at all the other U.S. 
prisons combined. ▼

Prison guards indicted in rapes

P t took five years, but Califor¬ 
nia prosecutors say they be¬ 
ll lieve the state has a strong case 
against five prison guards indicted 
for providing victims to a sexual¬ 
ly predatory inmate at Corcoran 
State Prison. 

State Attorney General Dan 
Lungren said Friday, October 9 
that investigators have strong evi¬ 
dence that led to an indictment by 
the Kings County Grand Jury the 
day before. 

The panel charged Sergeants 
Robert Allan Decker and Jeffrey 
Alan Jones, and officers Anthony 
James Sylva, Dale Shawn Brake- 


bill, and Joe Sanchez with provid¬ 
ing two rape victims to a sexually 
predatory inmate in 1993 - as 
punishment. 

Four of the defendants were 
charged with aiding and abetting 
forced sodomy and criminal con¬ 
spiracy, and the other was accused 
of being an accessory after the 
fact. Eight officers also face feder¬ 
al charges for allegedly staging in¬ 
mate fights at the prison in 1994. 

Said Lungren, “This type of 
conduct by law enforcement offi¬ 
cers is intolerable and stains the 
badges they wear,” and “being 
committed to incarceration does¬ 
n’t mean the state is sentencing 
you to being raped.” 

However, he said the indict¬ 


ment shouldn’t reflect on other 
officers who performed what he 
described as “the thankless task” 
of guarding the state’s 160,000 in¬ 
mates. 

Lungren, the Republican can¬ 
didate for governor, said whoever 
is elected November 3 should im¬ 
prove the system by implement¬ 
ing enacted legislation by state 
Senator Ruben Ayala, (D-Chino), 
which empowers an inspector 
general to report directly to the 
governor. 

Lungren also recommended 
more thorough screening for offi¬ 
cer candidates, psychological test¬ 
ing, training beyond the current 
six-week period, and continuing 
education for staff. T

Schatz leaving GLMA

: he Gay and Lesbian Medical 
Association (GLMA) has 
grown tremendously under 
his leadership, but Executive Di¬ 
rector Ben Schatz is calling it quits 
to pursue artistic endeavors. 
GLMA made the announcement 
Wednesday, October 7; Schatz will 
step down in March. 

GLMA is an organization of 
2,000 lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
tansgender (LGBT) physicians, 
medical students, and their sup¬ 
porters in all 50 states and 12 
countries. Founded in 1981, 
GLMA works to combat homo¬ 
phobia within the medical profes¬ 
sion and in society at large and to 
promote quality healthcare for 
LGBT patients. 

Schatz has served as executive 
director since .1992. The organiza¬ 
tion first hired him in 1990 to 
launch GLMA’s medical expertise 
retention program, which advo¬ 
cates for the rights of HlV-posi- 
tive healthcare workers. 

During his tenure as executive 
director, GLMA’s membership 
and staff quadrupled, and the 
agency established itself as a pow¬ 
erful voice fighting to end dis¬ 
crimination against LGBT physi¬ 
cians and to improve the medical 
services queer people receive. 

Schatz told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that the growth experi¬ 
enced by GLMA was one of his 
bigger accomplishments as chief 
executive. “We really are a nation¬ 
al organization and what I’m 
most proud of is helping build an 
organization that will have a pro¬ 
found impact on LGBT health,” 
he said. 

“Ben brought the voices of gay 
and lesbian physicians into the 
highest levels of government, and 
linked the healthcare needs of the 
LGBT community to the broader 
struggle for LGBT civil rights,” 
said GLMA President Dr. Kathy 
Oriel, an assistant professor of

family medicine at the University 
of Wisconsin. “Ben’s leadership 
has built GLMA into a formidable 
organization and the impact he 
has had on LGBT health is im¬ 
measurable. The board regrets 
enormously having to accept his 
resignation.” 

Schatz is the second high- 
ranking GLMA staff person to 
leave the agency in recent months; 
Marj Plumb, former director of 
public policy, resigned in late July 
and is now serving as a consul¬ 
tant. A national search is under¬ 
way for Schatz’s replacement. 

Excellent opportunity 

As executive director of 
GLMA, Schatz served on the Pres¬ 
ident’s Advisory Council on 
HIV/AIDS, co-chaired the 1994 
National Summit on HIV Preven¬ 


tion Among Gay Men, and au¬ 
thored numerous articles on 
LGBT health issues, including “A 
Review of the Medical Conse¬ 
quences of Homophobia with 
Suggestions for Resolutions,” 
which appeared in the first issue 
of the Journal of the Gay and Les¬ 
bian Medical Association. 

GLMA’s board of directors has 
begun a search for Schatz’s replace¬ 
ment. Oriel and GLMA President¬ 
elect Dr. Donald Abrams, assistant 
director of the AIDS program at 
San Francisco General Hospital, 
co-chair the search committee. 

“Change is always as opportu¬ 
nity for growth, which makes this 
an exciting time for GLMA,” said 
Abrams. “We have just launched a 
campaign to establish a satellite 
office in Washington D.C., our 
medical journal is thriving, and 
we have an incredible, talented 
staff. This is an excellent opportu¬ 
nity for someone interested in 
leading the national LGBT physi¬ 
cians into the new millennium.” 

In addition to being an attor¬ 
ney, Schatz is a writer, singer, and 
performer; he told the Bay Area 
Reporter that upon leaving GLMA 
he will manage the vocal group 
The Kinsey Sicks. He has per¬ 
formed with the group, which he 
described as “America’s favorite 
dragapella beauty shop quartet,” 
for over four years. The five mem¬ 
bers just started work on the 
group’s second CD, he said. 

Schatz was upbeat about his 
planned departure and seems to 
relish the changes about to occur 
in his life. “I may be the first exec¬ 
utive director to leave to become 
a singing drag queen,” he 
quipped. ▼

concerns, will host its fifth annual 
“Black and White Affair,” this Sat¬ 
urday, October 17 in Novato. 

The event will feature a recep¬ 
tion, dinner, and evening gala 
with dance music by Time Ma¬ 
chine, a casino, silent auction, and 
buffet. The attire is naturally black 
and white, with black tie or 
leather optional. 

Now in its 16th year, Spectrum 
has become a reliable source of 
support for over 6,000 people an¬ 
nually with support groups, 
speaker’s bureaus, and social ac¬ 
tivities for teens, young adults, 
parents, and seniors. With a new 
executive director, Paula Pilecki, 
and staff members, Spectrum is 
experiencing new growth into a 
true community center.

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Human Rights Commission admits no 
jurisdiction over some city agencies

T he San Francisco Human 
Rights Commission (HRC) 
sent a letter to a gay man 
last month to inform him that it 
does not have jurisdiction over 
his complaint of gay discrimina¬ 
tion by his former employer, a 
contractor of the San Francisco 
Housing Authority. 

Kevin Holt, a former security 
guard with Personal Protective 
Services (PPS), the contract se¬ 
curity Firm used by the Housing 
Authority, filed the complaint 
with the HRC alleging anti-gay 
discrimination. His lawsuit filed 
in July alleges that PPS “engaged 
in a continuous course of con¬ 
duct creating a hostile work en¬ 
vironment, harassing [Holt] and 
discriminating against [him] 
based on his sexual orientation. 
[He] was singled out, harassed, 
and held to a different standard” 
by managers, supervisors, and 
co-workers.” 

The September 2 letter, signed 
by HRC discrimination investiga¬ 
tor Marianna Balquiedra, states 
that “the San Francisco Human 
Rights Commission does not have 
jurisdiction over your complaint” 
because the alleged incidents oc¬ 
curred outside of the city and “the 
San Francisco Housing Authority, 
though located in the city, is a 
state agency and the commission 
does not have any jurisdiction 
with state-run and state-created 
agencies.” 

“PPS is not a city contractor, 
because the Housing Authority is 
not a city agency,” said Larry 
Brinken, director of the Lesbian 
Gay Bisexual Transgender and 
HIV Discrimination unit of the 
HRC. 

“We are frustrated that the 
HRC does not have jurisdiction 
over contracts by the Housing 
Authority and possibility also 
other entities such as City Col¬ 
lege,” said Geoff Kors of the Law 
Offices of Paul Wotman, Holt’s 
attorney. “The result of this is 
that entities receiving city fund¬ 
ing may not be subject to HRC 
jurisdiction.” 

San Francisco’s nondiscrimi¬ 
nation laws are stronger than 
those at the state level and cover 
more categories; for example, 
there are no California laws for¬ 
bidding discrimination based on 
gender identity. 

Exempt agencies 

Several agencies that serve 
the residents of San Francisco - 
and expend hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of dollars on their behalf - 
fall into the same category as the 
Housing Authority, including 
the San Francisco Redevelop¬ 
ment Agency, San Francisco 
Unified School District, City 
College, Transportation Author¬ 
ity, Superior Courts, and BART. 

All of these agencies are ex¬ 
empt from the city’s nondis¬ 
crimination laws and equal ben¬ 
efits ordinance. 

In some cases (such as City 
College, the school board, and 
BART) the agencies are gov¬ 
erned by a body or representa¬ 
tive elected by voters; in other 
cases the governing commission 
is appointed, usually by the 
mayor - as with the Redevelop¬ 
ment Agency and the Housing 
Authority. In the case of the 
Transportation Authority, the 


governing body is the San Fran¬ 
cisco Board of Supervisors. 

The exempt agencies have 
their own nondiscrimination 
rules and procedures that are 
often very close to those estab¬ 
lished by the city. Only one, the 
Redevelopment Agency, report¬ 
ed a rule similar to the equal 
benefits ordinance; there has 
been talk that City College 
would adopt a parallel proce¬ 
dure, but it has not yet done so. 

Openly gay Community Col¬ 
lege Board member Lawrence 
Wong told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, “The ruling bodies of 
these institutions need to con¬ 
sider the constituencies they are 
serving and the community or 
communities they are serving.” 

Mediation 

Brinken confirmed that the 
HRC has limited jurisdiction 
over the agencies in San Francis¬ 
co created by state law, but he 


stated that the HRC can use the 
tool of mediation, with the co¬ 
operation of the agency, to ad¬ 
dress complaints filed against 
them. 

Brinken told the B.A.R. that 
mediation is a principal tool of 
the HRC, and is often helpful in 
resolving complaints that might 
be classified as weak under a 
more stringent standard. Also, 
mediation is often more effec¬ 
tive than an investigation, be¬ 
cause conclusive evidence prov¬ 
ing discrimination is often diffi¬ 
cult to find. 

“Eighty-five percent of all 
complaints are resolved through 
mediation,” he said, adding that 
these state agencies often wel¬ 
come such efforts. 

However, Brinken also ac¬ 
knowledged a specific problem 
in that state law prevents the 
HRC is from issuing sanctions 
or ordering a remedy, which 
limits the city’s authority in in¬ 


vestigating discrimination by 
private companies. By restrict¬ 
ing a victim’s right to sue, it lim¬ 
its protections in the area of sex¬ 
ual orientation and gender iden¬ 
tity. 

State courts had generally 
been ruling that suits could pro¬ 
ceed under San Francisco dis¬ 
crimination laws, but began re¬ 
versing that trend a few years 
ago, perhaps due to a change in 
judicial temperament of the 
state courts brought on by years 
of appointments by Governors 
George Deukmejian and Pete 
Wilson. 

However, Kors cautioned that 
the California Supreme Court 
has not ruled on whether state 
statute preempts the city’s 
nondiscrimination laws or lim¬ 
its a person’s ability to pursue a 
civil lawsuit. 

Wilson vetoed state legisla¬ 
tion to alter the situation a cou¬ 
ple of years ago. ▼

HIV-positive gay man files 
discrimination suit against Oracle 


adding ddl - led to severe side ef¬ 
fects that Randle-Oulette alleges 
the software giant was unwilling 
to accommodate. 

The concept of “reasonable 
accommodation” is key in state 
and federal employment law and 
requires employers to make ef¬ 
forts to accommodate an em¬ 
ployee’s disability - including the 
effect of required medication. 

Side effects 

“I was scared of losing my job 
and didn’t want to take these 
pills,” said Randle-Oulette, de¬ 
scribing how he began skipping 
doses of his medication in an at¬ 
tempt to avoid side effects, possi¬ 
bly destroying his chance to suc¬ 
cessfully treat his HIV infection 
by creating an environment that 
could lead to drug resistance; at 
times he would not eat in an ef¬ 
fort to lessen the diarrhea. 

“It got to the point that the di¬ 
arrhea would be so bad I would 
have to go the bathroom four to 
five times an hour,” said Randle- 
Oulette, describing some of his 
side effects that occurred almost 
daily for months after his morn¬ 
ing dose of medication. 

After two bouts of dehydra¬ 
tion that resulted in missing two 
days of work, Randle-Oulette 
collapsed in the office in Decem¬ 
ber 1997 from severe dehydra¬ 
tion, requiring a two-week stay in 
the hospital. 

It was at this time that his em¬ 
ployer inquired about his health 
condition and Randle-Oulette 
disclosed that he was taking 
treatments for his HIV status, al¬ 
though state and federal laws 
protect employees from having 
to disclose these details. 

He also suffered from neu¬ 
ropathy - a degenerative or in¬ 
flammatory state of the periph¬ 
eral nervous system causing se¬ 
vere pain - that prevented him 
from tying the necktie he was re¬ 
quired to wear. 

Randle-Oulette had to ask a 
security guard at the site to assist 
him with this task in the morn¬ 
ing. When the guard was not 
there to assist him one day, Ran¬ 
dle-Oulette was reprimanded for 
a violation of the company’s 
dress code with the supervisor 
reportedly saying, “this is the 
type of insubordinate behavior 
that could get you fired.” 

There were a number of 
meetings with Randle-Oulette, 
the manager of the department, 
the department supervisor, and a 
representative of the human re¬ 
sources department. 

On several occasions, the 
manager was very supportive - 
for example, altering his work 
schedule when necessary - and 
told Randle-Oulette that he was 
doing a good job. 

However, according to Ran¬ 
dle-Oulette, although the super¬ 
visor was under the authority of 
the manager, the supervisor re¬ 
sisted these efforts and was hos¬ 
tile to him. 

According to Randle-Oulette, 
at times she would refer to the 
“special treatment” he was re¬ 
ceiving, and that she was tired of 
having to explain to other em¬ 
ployees why he got preferential 
treatment. 

Oracle terminated Randle- 
Oulette in May on the grounds of 
poor performance, despite re¬ 
peated feedback over the months 
to the contrary. 


“I think a lot of it contributed 
to why I was getting sick - it was 
very stressful,” said Randle- 
Oulette. “They said they were 
running out of ways to accom¬ 
modate me.” 

“To fire someone in that situ¬ 
ation is not only illegal but im¬ 
moral,” said Geoff Kors of the 
Law Offices of Paul Wotman, 
Randle-Oulette’s attorney. “From 
the community perspective, it is 
important that we set a precedent 
that someone cannot be termi¬ 
nated because of the side effects 
of HIV.” 

Oracle Corporation, with $7.5 
billion in annual revenues and 
30,000 employees in 100 coun¬ 
tries around the world, did not 
return calls from the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

Reasonable 

accommodation 

Betsy Johnsen, a lawyer with 
the AIDS Legal Referral Panel, 
said flexible scheduling is the 
major accommodation requested 
by people with HIV/AIDS; she 
could not comment on the 
specifics of this case. 

“The definition of‘reasonable 
accommodation’ will depend on 
the individual employer,” 
Johnsen told the B.A.R ., adding 
that it is an individualized and 
relative term: what is a reason¬ 
able accommodation for one em¬ 
ployer - thousands of dollars in 
office equipment, for example - 
may not be for another. 

“Employers cannot refuse rea¬ 
sonable accommodation,” said 
Johnsen, although “it is very 
much a negotiation.” 

The law is clear that employ¬ 
ers must respond to a request for 
accommodation and at least as¬ 
sess if it is something that can be 
reasonably accommodated. 

And, although the employee is 
always responsible for making 
the request, they are not required 
to state specifics about the reason 
for doing so - such as HIV or 
AIDS - but only that they have a 
medical condition, including 
medical documentation, requir¬ 
ing accommodation. 

“You never need to say [the 
request] is for AIDS ... it is ab¬ 
solutely not required, and the 
employer has no right to ask,” 
said Johnsen. She added that 
some employees are reluctant to 
request an accommodation, for 
fear they will have to reveal spe¬ 
cific details. 

Johnsen suggested that em¬ 
ployees seeking an accommoda¬ 
tion should make a request in 
writing, with documentation, 
preferably before it becomes es¬ 
sential; it would also be helpful to 
have some sense of what alter¬ 
ations might be necessary, but it 
is not incumbent on the employ¬ 
ee to solve the problem. T

"Not accommodated 7 ' at Oracle: Corey Randle-Oulette

A 27-year-old HIV-positive 
gay man filed a lawsuit on 
Thursday, October 8 
against Oracle Corporation, a 
worldwide software company 
with headquarters in San Mateo 
County, alleging HIV discrimi¬ 
nation and wrongful termina¬ 
tion. 

Corey Randle-Oulette has 
been HIV-positive since 1994 
and has been using an anti-HIV 
drug treatment cocktail for the 
last three years. He began em¬ 
ployment with Oracle in April 
1997 in the information coordi¬ 
nators department. 

A switch in his drug regimen 
shortly after he began employ¬ 
ment with Oracle - from an ini¬ 
tial combination of Crixivan, 
d4T, and 3TC, to one replacing 
the protease inhibitor Crixivan 
with Norvir and Invirase and 
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Fatal bashing

After abandoning the 5’2” vic¬ 
tim for dead, the assailants ap¬ 
parently went back to town for 
more victims. Two teenage males 
told police that while walking 
through Laramie that night, Hen¬ 
derson and McKinney attacked 
them, and that McKinney struck 
one with the butt of his gun. They 
escaped by fighting back; one 
struck McKinney with a stick, 
causing the two attackers to run 
away. The victim who was struck 
with the gun required several 
stitches to close the gash in his 
head. It was through the investi¬ 
gation of that crime that police 
say they figured out who had at¬ 
tacked Shepard. 

Two passing mountain bikers 
found Shepard still lashed to the 
fence 18 hours after his beating, 
and told police they initially mis¬ 
took him for a scarecrow: his 
skull was crushed, his face and 
head were riddled with cuts, and 
there were welts on his body that 
were originally identified as 
burns. 

Shepard died at 12:53 a.m. 
Monday, October 12 while on full 
life-support at a Colorado hospi¬ 
tal. The spokesperson for the fa¬ 


cility almost broke into tears as he 
gave a statement for Shepard’s 
family, saying, “He came into the 
world premature, and he left the 


world premature.” 

He added, “Matthew’s mother 
said to me, please tell everybody 
who’s listening to go home and 


give your kids a hug, and don’t let 
a day go by without telling them 
that you love them.”

VIRAMUNE* must be discontinued in patients developing 
a severe rash or a rash accompanied by constitutional symptoms such as fever, blistering, oral lesions, 
conjunctivitis, swelling, muscle or joint aches, or general malaise, (see PRECAUTIONS. Information for 
Patients; ADVERSE REACTIONS) 

VIRAMUNE® therapy must be initiated with a 14-day lead-in period of 200 mg/day, which has been shown 
to reduce the frequency of rash. Dose escalation should not occur if rash is observed during this lead-in 
period until the rash has resolved, (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION) 

PRECAUTIONS: General: When administering VIRAMUNE® as part of an antiretroviral treatment regimen, 
the complete product information for each therapeutic component should be consulted before initiation 
of treatment. 

While nevirapine is extensively metabolized by the liver and nevirapine metabolites are extensively 
eliminated by the kidney, the pharmacokinetics of nevirapine have not been evaluated in patients with 
either hepatic or renal dysfunction. Therefore, VIRAMUNE* should be used with caution in these patient 
populations. 

Abnormal liver function tests have been reported with VIRAMUNE®, some in the first few weeks of therapy, 
including cases of hepatitis. VIRAMUNE® administration should be interrupted in patients experiencing 
moderate or severe liver function test abnormalities until liver function tests return to baseline values. 
VIRAMUNP treatment should be permanently discontinued if liver function abnormalities recur on read¬ 
ministration. 


Drag Interactions: Although clinical studies have not been conducted, induction of CYP3A by nevirapine 
may result in lower plasma concentrations of other concomitantly administered drugs that are extensively 
metabolized by CYP3A. (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY) Thus, If a patient has been stabilized on a 
dosage regimen for a drug metabolized by CYP3A, and begins treatment with VIRAMUNE®, dose adjust¬ 
ments may be necessary. 

Rifampin/Rifabutin .There are insufficient data to assess whether dose adjustments are necessary when 
nevirapine and rifampin or rifabutin are coadministered. Therefore, these drugs should only be used in 
combination if clearly indicated and with careful monitoring. 

Protease Inhibitors: Nevirapine may decrease plasma concentrations of protease inhibitors. Therefore, 
until clinical data are available that evaluate the need for dose adjustments, these drugs should not be 
administered concomitantly with VIRAMUNE®. 

Oral Contraceptives: There are no clinical data on the effects of nevirapine on the pharmacokinetics of oral 
contraceptives. Nevirapine may decrease plasma concentrations of oral contraceptives (also other hormonal 
contraceptives): therefore, these drugs should not be administered concomitantly with VIRAMUNE®. 
Information for Patients: Patients should be informed that VIRAMUNP is not a cure for HIV-1 infection, and 
that they may continue to experience illnesses associated with advanced HIV-1 infection, including oppor¬ 
tunistic infections. Treatment with VIRAMUNP has not been shown to reduce the incidence or frequency of 
such illnesses, and patients should be advised to remain under the care of a physician when using VIRAMUNP. 
Patients should be informed that the long-term effects of VIRAMUNE® are unknown at this time. They 
should also be informed that VIRAMUNP therapy has not been shown to reduce the risk of transmission 
of HIV-1 to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Patients should be instructed that the major toxicity of VIRAMUNP is rash and should be advised to 
promptly notify their physician of any rash. The majority of rashes associated with VIRAMUNP occur with¬ 
in the first 6 weeks of initiation of therapy. Therefore, patients should be monitored carefully for the appear¬ 
ance of rash during this period. Patients should be instructed that dose escalation is not to occur if any rash 
occurs during the two-week lead-in dosing period, until the rash resolves. Any patient experiencing severe 
rash or a rash accompanied by constitutional symptoms such as fever, blistering, oral lesions, conjunctivitis, 
swelling, muscle or joint aches, or general malaise should discontinue medication and consult a physician. 
Patients should be informed to take VIRAMUNE® every day as prescribed. Patients should not alter the 
dose without consulting their doctor. If a dose is missed, patients should take the next dose as soon as 
possible. However, if a dose is skipped, the patient should not double the next dose. 

VIRAMUNE® may interact with some drugs; therefore, patients should be advised to report to their doctor 
the use of any other medications. 

Patients should be instructed that oral contraceptives and other hormonal methods of birth control 
should not be used as a method of contraception in women taking VIRAMUNE®. 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment ot Fertility: Long-term carcinogenicity studies of nevirapine 
in animals are currently in progress. In genetic toxicology assays, nevirapine showed no evidence of 
mutagenic or clastogenic activity in a battery of in vitro and in vivo assays including microbial assays for 
gene mutation (Ames: Salmonella strains and £. coll), mammalian cell gene mutation assays 
(CHO/HGPRT), cytogenetic assays using a Chinese hamster ovary cell line and a mouse bone marrow 
micronucleus assay following oral administration. In reproductive toxicology studies, evidence of impaired 
fertility was seen in female rats at doses providing systemic exposure, based on AUC, approximately 
equivalent to that provided with the recommended clinical dose of VIRAMUNE®. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C: No observable teratogenicity was detected in reproductive studies 
performed in pregnant rats and rabbits. In rats, a significant decrease in fetal body weight occurred at 
doses providing systemic exposure approximately 50% higher, based on AUC, than that seen at the rec¬ 
ommended human clinical dose. The maternal and developmental no-observable-effect level dosages in 
rats and rabbits produced systemic exposures approximately equivalent to or approximately 50% higher, 
respectively, than those seen at the recommended daily human dose, based on AUC. There are no adequate 
and well-controlled studies in pregnant women. VIRAMUNE® should be used during pregnancy only if 
the potential benefit justifies the potential risk to the fetus. 


Nursing Mothers: Preliminary results from an ongoing pharmacokinetic study (ACTG 250) of 10 HIV-1- 
infected pregnant women who were administered a single oral dose of 100 or 200 mg VIRAMUNE® at a 
median of 5.8 hours before delivery, indicate that nevirapine readily crosses the placenta and is found 
in breast milk. Consistent with the recommendation by the U S. Public Health Service Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention that HIV-infected mothers not breast-feed their infants to avoid risking 
postnatal transmission of HIV, mothers should discontinue nursing if they are receiving VIRAMUNE*. 
Pediatric Use: Safety and effectiveness of VIRAMUNE® in pediatric patients have not been established. 
VIRAMUNE® has been studied in two open-label, uncontrolled trials (Bl 882, Bi 892) in 37 HIV-1-infected 
pediatric patients with a median age of 0.9 years (range: 0.1 to 15 years) who were treated for a median 
duration of 20.7 months. Seven patients developed rashes while receiving VIRAMUNE®. In an ongoing, 
controlled trial of VIRAMUNE® combination therapy in HIV-1-infected pediatric patients (ACTG 245), one 
of approximately 288 patients treated with VIRAMUNE® experienced Stevens-Johnson syndrome. 
Because there are no data on multi-dose pharmacokinetics in children, no recommendation on dosing 
can be made. Based on single-dose pharmacokinetics in 9 HIV-1-infected pediatric patients (age 9 mos. 
to 14 years) who were administered nevirapine in a suspension formulation, it appears that oral clearance 
is approximately 2-fold greater in children when compared to adults. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS: The most frequently reported adverse events related to VIRAMUNE* therapy were 
rash, fever, nausea, headache, and abnormal liver function tests. 

The major clinical toxicity of VIRAMUNE® is rash, with VIRAMUNE®-attributable rash occurring in 17% of 
patients in combination regimens in Phase ll/lll controlled studies. Thirty-seven percent of patients treated 
with VIRAMUNE® experienced rash compared with 20% of patients treated in control groups of either 
ZDV+ddl or ZDV alone (Table 1). Severe or life-threatening rash occurred in 7.6% of VIRAMUNE®-treated 
patients compared with 1.2% of patients treated in the control groups. 

Rashes are usually mild to moderate, maculopapular erythematous cutaneous eruptions, with or without 
pruritus, located on the trunk, face and extremities. The majority of severe rashes occurred within the 
first 28 days of treatment; 25% of the patients with severe rashes required hospitalization; and one 
patient required surgical intervention. All patients recovered. Overall, 7% of patients discontinued 
VIRAMUNE® due to rash.

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victims are found in America each 
year - the murder of a gay man 
outside the Northern California 
town of Ukiah in May of this year 
was remarkably similar to the case 
in Wyoming - Shephard’s case has 
shocked the nation’s conscience. 
Perhaps because the victim was 
still alive when he was found and 
the media followed his medical 
progression, many Americans 
seemed to believe he would sur¬ 
vive the beating and were sad¬ 
dened when he eventually de¬ 
clined into death. President Bill 
Clinton and Senate Minority 
Leader Richard Gephardt both of¬ 
fered denunciations of anti-gay 
violence. 

White House press secretary 
Joe Lockhart said Clinton de¬ 
clared in response to the killing 
that “violence motivated by hate 
cannot be tolerated,” and de¬ 
manded new efforts to establish a 
nationwide standard for hate 
crimes. 

Some normally anti-gay 
groups, notably the Family Re¬ 
search Council and the Center for 
Reclaiming America, also released 
statements that ostensibly con¬ 
demned the beating - although 
the messages they released were 
clearly designed more to advocate 
against hate crime legislation than 
to denounce anti-gay violence. 

Other gay rights foes have not 
bothered to be so circumspect: 
Topeka, Kansas minister Fred 
Phelps has announced he intends 
to attend Shepard’s funeral this 
Friday with his notorious “God 
Hates Fags” picket signs. 

Many of those following 
Shepard’s case were also appalled 
that a fraternity and sorority en¬ 
tered a float into the Colorado 
State University homecoming pa¬ 
rade that made an apparent refer¬ 
ence to the case. The float con¬ 
tained a scarecrow figure spray 
painted with the words “I’m Gay” 
and “Up My Ass.” The campus 
groups that entered the float are 
under investigation. 

Gay groups and activists 
across America have responded 
to the killing with memorial 
marches and vigils. Two small ral¬ 
lies have already been held in the 
Castro district, and two more are 
planned for this week. [See Shep¬ 
ard memorial speak-outs, marches 
tonight, this weekend,” Page 1.] 

Henderson and McKinney are 
being held without bail on first- 
degree murder charges. Their 
girlfriends have been charged as 
accessories after the fact for sup¬ 
plying false alibis, and are expect¬

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Right tries new 
ads to bash gays

''he right wing folks who 
brought you the “Truth in 
H Love” newspaper ads of ex¬ 
gays and Reggie White are moving 
to the tube. The Center for Re¬ 
claiming America previewed two 
television commercials at the Na¬ 
tional Press Club in Washington 
on Thursday, October 8. But it is 
an unanswered question whether 
they actually make it to broadcast 
or were just a prop for the event. 

Program director Janet Folger 
said the 60-second ads “are aimed 
at those struggling with homosex¬ 
uality.” However, when ques¬ 
tioned about where they will pur¬ 
chase time for the ads, she would 
only say, “We are going to be an¬ 
nouncing that information soon.” 
She called them “two in a series of 
television commercials; there are 
more.” 

Virtually all broadcast ads in 
major television markets are 30- 
or even 15-seconds in length, so 
the ads previewed likely will only 
run on cable. And the selection of 
shows - The 700 Club or Ellen re¬ 
runs - will tell much about 
whether they are running them to 
reach out to “struggling homosex¬ 
uals” as claimed, or are using 
them to shore up their base of 
fundamentalist support. 

The ads themselves are simple, 
inexpensive, and shot in a studio. 
In one, pairs of couples proclaim 
how they left the homosexual 
lifestyle behind. “It wasn’t until we 
found Jesus that we understood 
true fulfillment,” said Dena on 
camera. A reporter asked if, as a 
Jew, he had to accept Jesus Christ 
in order to be saved from homo¬ 
sexuality. No one really answered 
the question. 

The other ad featured Frances 
Johnston. “My son, Michael 
found out the truth, he could 
walk away from homosexuality. 
But he found out too late ... he 
has AIDS.” As his mother stepped 
from the podium, the impeccably 
dressed and perfectly coifed 
Michael rose to embrace her. But 
this observer couldn’t help notic¬ 
ing that the loving family mem¬ 
bers were sitting on opposite sides 
of the room. 

Michael Johnston touted the 
fourth annual national “Coming 
Out of Homosexuality Day.” It is 
the “evil twin” of National Com¬ 
ing Out Day now in its 10th year, 
both held on October 11. He de¬ 
cried a “culture [that] continues 
its decline into the moral abyss” 
and charged that homosexual ac¬ 
tivists “work to suppress the

truth” of people being able “to 
walk away from homosexuality.” 

Ex-gay and former Newsweek 
coverboy John Paulk again re¬ 
counted how his sissy-boy youth 
led to alcoholism, homosexuality, 
the drag persona of Candi, at¬ 
tempted suicide, and redemption 
through the Bible. He was “very 
excited” that his current employ¬ 
er, James Dobson’s Focus on the 
Family, will soon launch a two- 
year national campaign “to edu¬ 
cate public school teachers and 
administrators on the dangers of 
the homosexual lifestyle.” 

The gay response 

A few minutes after that news 
conference broke up, another 
began down the hall. Human 
Rights Campaign (HRC) 
spokesman Wayne Besen called 
the far right’s attacks “nothing 
new,” they are “nothing short of 
psychological terrorism.” 

Several ex-ex-gays spoke of at¬ 
tempts to deny their own homo¬ 
sexuality, and how that ultimately 
failed. “I knew I was a lesbian at 
an early age,” said Tracey St. 
Pierre. A ministerial counselor 
said that Tracey had let “a demon¬ 
ic spirit of homosexuality” con¬ 
trol her. The solution was to 
memorize scripture, become 
more feminine by wearing make¬ 
up and grow out her then popu¬ 
lar “Dorothy Hamill haircut.” 

But none of the theories, such 
as cold or abusive parents, 
seemed to fit. After 15 years of 
trying, St. Pierre sought help 
from a mental health profession¬ 
al and began the journey to self¬ 
acceptance. “I learned that repar¬ 
ative therapy, which purports to 
be able to change people’s sexual 
orientation, is no more than a lie. 
It is a simply wrong to use God or 
religion as an excuse for name 
calling and discrimination, or as 


a means for political or financial 
gain.” 

Stephen Smith spent 15 years 
in the church, two years in an ex¬ 
gay ministry, and two years in 
professional Christian psy¬ 
chotherapy. “I really believed that 
I could change, but I was wrong. 
The truth is, I’m still gay. God 
made me this way.” He said that 
people in ex-gay groups are “in 
the grip of an hysterical blindness 
about who they really are and 
who God really is.” 

Caitlin Ryan, author of Gay 
Youth: Care and Counseling, called 
the ads “deceptive and misleading. 
They try to make sexual orienta¬ 
tion a kind of medical alternate 
that can be changed through 
prayer and psychotherapy. And 
they try to overturn 50 years of re¬ 
search by reintroducing 1950s 
myths about sexual identity.” 

Elizabeth Birch, HRC’s execu¬ 
tive director, said the ads were 
“designed to do nothing more 
than undermine the self-esteem 
and humanity of gay and lesbian 
Americans.” She called them “a 
crass and blatant political move, a 
payoff to Senator Trent Lott,” 
which will air in congressional 
districts where the far right hopes 
to make election gains in Novem¬ 
ber. “Scapegoating gays and les¬ 
bians is not going to heal the 
American family,” she said. 

Birch announced the Ray of 
Light Project “to shine the spot¬ 
light” on ex-gay ministries “so 
that people can see beyond the 
rhetoric.” She said, “Conversion 
therapy is snake oil for the soul.” 

Joan Garry, executive director 
of GLAAD, said that how we view 
the world is largely shaped by the 
media images that we absorb. 
“The ex-gay movement is sending 
a message loud and clear to those 
who will listen to it: The problem 
with lesbians and gay men is that 
we exist. That’s it.” 

She believes that images, such 
as those in the ads, have a real im¬ 
pact on real people’s lives. “Re¬ 
place the word gay with any num¬ 
ber of words describing commu¬ 
nities over the course of our his¬ 
tory that have faced discrimina¬ 
tion. ... We call upon media out¬ 
lets to vote with their conscience 
and not with their wallets when 
faced with the decision on run¬ 
ning these ads.... Don’t take their 
money, don’t run their ads. 

“A very small, radical element 
of our society is attempting to 
frame a very dangerous discus¬ 
sion in a public forum. That 
makes it everyone’s issue,” said 
Garry. T

Singin’ for 20 years 

The mayor also commended 
the GMC as the popular group 
celebrates its 20th anniversary. 
Sponsored by Supervisor Amos 
Brown, who’s running for re-elec¬ 


tion in three weeks, the measure 
noted that the chorus was found¬ 
ed by a group of men who sang 
together for the love of music, 
making them the first openly gay 
chorus in the world. The GMC 
has grown to 246 volunteer 
singers and is seen by audiences 
that total more than 400,000 an¬ 
nually. 

Jim Payne, executive director 
of Golden Gate Performing Arts, 
the umbrella group that runs the 
chorus, said he’s proud of the 
chorus’ contributions to the com¬ 
munity as a whole, particularly in 
light of the tragic death Monday 
of openly gay college student 
Matthew Shepard in Wyoming. 
Payne said the GMC toured 12 
cities across the country in 1981 


and that similar chorus’s sprang 
up in those cities following the 
visits. “Maybe we need to start 
looking at the hinterland,” Payne 
said, referring to possibly going to 
states such as Wyoming. 

Payne said that at GMC’s gala 
performance last month, the show 
was picketed by two members of 
a religious right group. “There 
were only two pickets, but it put it 
in perspective. We haven’t won the 
battle.” 

Regarding Amos Brown’s 
sponsorship of the legislation 
signed by the mayor, Payne said it 
came as a surprise. “We are kind 
of impressed by that. He showed 
up at our office-warming and has 
been supportive of the chorus,” 
said Payne. T

Victims’ reluctance 
hampers hate crime 
investigations in R.l.

; rash of recent gay-bashing 
incidents and the victims’ 
Jr reluctance to report them 
to police have prompted city offi¬ 
cials in Providence, Rhode Island 
to take action. All of the incidents 
have taken place in the down¬ 
town area and are being commit¬ 
ted by youths, according to vic¬ 
tims and police. 

Many victims are not report¬ 
ing the crimes because they are 
closeted and don’t want publici¬ 
ty, or they don’t trust the police to 
act on their reports, or they have 
had bad experiences with officers 
in the past. Reinforcing the lack 
of trust in the city police is the 
perception that gay men are the 
targets of entrapment in an al¬ 
leged crackdown on male prosti¬ 
tution in the city’s downtown 
Arts District. 

At least six gay-bashing inci¬ 
dents have occurred in recent 
months. In May, three separate 
incidents occurred in front of 
Wheels, a gay club. In July, a 
church organist was attacked by 
youths as he crossed the lawn of 
the Rhode Island Statehouse. In 
August, three men were attacked 
by a gang of youths outside a del¬ 
icatessen next to a gay bar owned 
by the mayor’s gay and lesbian 
community liaison. The same 
night, another gay man was beat¬ 
en in a separate incident. 

According to police records 
provided on October 7, police on 
routine patrol May 17 observed a 
disturbance in front of Wheels at 
around 2 a.m. A 30-year-old man 
was injured by several assailants, 
who fled the scene, police said. 

On May 21, police responded 
to a call after a 35-year-old gay 
man was struck in the head re¬ 
peatedly with a club while he and 
the owner of Wheels were leaving 
the bar. The victim was knocked 
unconscious and taken to Rhode 
Island Hospital for treatment. 

On May 29, another 35-year- 
old victim reported that he was 
accosted by seven men as he and 
two companions left Wheels early 
that morning. The man said four 
of the men first approached the 
trio, yelling “you fucking fag.” 
When he tried to return to the 
bar, three other men blocked his 
way. He told police he was 
knocked to the ground after 
being hit by a club, then repeat¬ 
edly kicked and punched by the 
men as they said, “You fag should 
die.” The victim went to Rhode 
Island Hospital on his own and 
was treated for a fractured jaw 
and collarbone and bruised ribs 
and chest. 

A Providence police 
spokesperson reported that none 
of the victims in the May crimes 
have cooperated further, despite 
numerous attempts by a detective 
to contact them. 

Patrick Campbell, 31, of Prov¬ 
idence, organist at the city’s Epis¬ 
copal Church of the Messiah, said 
he was assaulted about 9 p.m. July 
28 on the Statehouse lawn, after 
declining a sexual solicitation by 
one of four youths and received a 
black eye and several body bruis¬ 
es. Yelling “This is what we do to 
fags,” the youths demanded 


money and he gave them $20. 
Campbell said he spotted a police 
cruiser shortly after the attack, 
but did not want to report the 
crime. He went to a hospital for 
treatment. 

“In my lifetime, I’ve experi¬ 
enced harassment by the police,” 
he explained. “I’ve found that 
whether you get any assistance 
depends on who you deal with in 
the police department and what 
their attitudes are.” 

Ten assailants 

According to a letter to the ed¬ 
itor in the October issue of Op¬ 
tions, Rhode Island’s gay and les¬ 
bian news magazine, another in¬ 
cident began August 24 when a 
Union Street Station patron 
walked to his car following the 1 
a.m. closing time. A youth leaving 
Murphy’s Deli next door kicked 
the gay man’s car and called him 
a faggot. The kicker then alleged¬ 
ly returned to the deli and en¬ 
couraged nine other men to help 
him attack the bar patron, who by 
then was joined by several other 
gays. A performer who had just 
finished a show at the club was 
thrown through the deli’s plate 
glass window. Two patrons were 
kicked in the head and beaten. A 
club employee managed to re¬ 
move the youths, who had piled 
onto the victims, as the club’s 
manager called 911. Police re¬ 
sponded, but the victims declined 
to file a report “for personal rea¬ 
sons,” according to the Options 
letter. The victims were taken to a 
local hospital, where one received 
seven stitches. In a separate inci¬ 
dent the same night, another gay 
man was smashed in the head, the 
writer added. 

The gay-bashing incidents 
have focused renewed attention 
on the problem by city officials, 
particularly in the wake of 
strengthened hate-crimes legisla¬ 
tion enacted this summer by the 
Rhode Island Legislature. City of¬ 
ficials and police are taking steps 
to address such crimes, and are 
organizing a community forum 
in December. 

“[Gay-bashing crimes are] not 
welcome in this city and we will 
take very swift action when they 
occur,” Mayor Vincent Cianci 
said. Captain John Ryan, a police 
department spokesperson, echoed 
his position. “We always want to 
have people come forward who 
are the victims of crime,” Ryan 
said. “I know people are reluctant 
because they think we won’t take 
action [or] are fearful because 
we’re dealing with the issue of ho¬ 
mosexuality and [they worry] 
their lifestyle will be exposed.” 

The police, Ryan said, take the 
issue seriously. New recruits un¬ 
dergo a 100-hour diversity train¬ 
ing program that includes class¬ 
room instruction and field expe¬ 
rience. Sexual orientation is 
among the topics covered. “We 
have gay officers from other de¬ 
partments as speakers,” Ryan 
pointed out. 

Thus far, more than 150 in the 
city force of 468 officers have re¬ 
ceived diversity training in the 
past four years. The program has 
received national recognition, he 
added. Officers from throughout 
the country attended a week-long 


diversity seminar this summer 
sponsored by the police depart¬ 
ment and Salve Regina University 
in Newport. 

Rhode Island has a strong 
family ethic, which is responsible 
for some reluctance to report hate 
crimes. Ryan noted an incident in 
which one of his neighbors was a 
victim of gay bashing and didn’t 
want to report it because he did¬ 
n’t want his parents to know 
about his homosexuality. “This 
man is in his forties,” Ryan added. 

Hate crimes are often difficult 
to prosecute because the victims 
don’t mention an attack was bias- 
motivated when they first report 
it to police officials, Ryan said. 
“An officer may suspect that a 
crime was bias based, but the vic¬ 
tim doesn’t come forward.” The 
police sometimes find out during 
later interviews with the victims, 
but such statements hinder pros¬ 
ecution. 

How much and for what 

Recent allegations of police 
entrapment of gay men on pros¬ 
titution and solicitation charges 
are having an effect on the police 
department’s image as a support¬ 
er of the community. 

On July 9, Rodney Davis, a co¬ 
chair of the state’s annual gay 
pride celebration and former 
president of the Rhode Island Al¬ 
liance for Lesbian and Gay Civil 
Rights, was among seven gay men 
arrested for solicitation. Davis 
said he had heard about reports 
of entrapment by young under¬ 
cover officers posing as male 
prostitutes on Empire Street, and 
drove there to investigate. He no¬ 
ticed a young man approaching 
cars and another man watching 
from across the street. Davis said 
he engaged in conversation with 
the young man. 

“The police report stated that 
I asked him what he was doing, 
and how much he charged for a 
[sexual act],” he said. “In actuality, 
he told me what he was doing and 
how much he was doing it for.” 

Davis said he left the scene, 
but returned a few minutes later. 
As he rounded a corner, he was 
arrested by another undercover 
officer for soliciting. Charges 
were later dropped, but several 
other men arrested that night 
were prosecuted, he said. 

“At least one other man plead¬ 
ed guilty,” Davis said. “Many en¬ 
trapment victims don’t want their 
cases made public. That allows 
police to continue to engage in 
their operations unhindered. 
That is a dangerous thing because 
if there’s a gay-bashing crime, the 
police should be the first ones ap¬ 
proached.” 

While Cianci denies that sting 
operations take place, Ryan ac¬ 
knowledged that the police en¬ 
gage in undercover operations to 
address prostitution. “Whenever 
we have criminal activity we deal 
with it in the same manner as al¬ 
ways,” he explained. “It seems we 
come under criticism when it is a 
homosexual situation, but we 
make a great deal more hetero¬ 
sexual arrests.” Of the total of 
about 1,500 arrests made annual¬ 
ly for solicitation, less than 10 
percent are homosexuals, he stat¬ 
ed. T

and fellow plaintiffs Gary Hol¬ 
combe and Lisa Lumbra cite an 
auditor’s report that deemed as 
many as 18 areas in the league’s 
accounting procedures deficient. 
They range from questions about 
expenses charged to a credit card 
and reimbursements for employ¬ 
ees to pre-signed treasurer’s 
checks. In addition, the plaintiffs 
are questioning the handling of 
money that congregations donat¬ 
ed to the league when Heath was a 
Sunday visitor. 

Heath told a news conference 
Thursday, October 8 that the 
board of directors had not had 
sufficient time to study the audit, 
although it had received the report 
in August; it was dated June 26. 


Heath said he would answer 
questions this week, prior to the 
league’s annual meeting on Satur¬ 
day, October 17. 

He said, “Is there anything I 
could have done differently? Sure. 
Hindsight is great. But no, I have 
done nothing wrong.” 

Speaking for the plaintiffs, 
Holcombe said, “I don’t know of 
any misappropriation of funds, 
but I can say that there have been 
a whole lot of somewhat smaller 
irregularities, which, taken to¬ 
gether, make for a very big prob¬ 
lem.” 

Heath is scheduled to take a 
new job in less than a week at a 
national conservative organiza¬ 
tion in Washington. ▼

Fighting to stay in America: Christopher Arnesen 


PWA’s 
case is

A fter interviewing New 
Zealand citizen and perma¬ 
nent U.S. resident Christo¬ 
pher Arnesen for five hours over 
two days, and then making him 
wait a month for a decision, the 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service (INS) has informed the 
long-term AIDS survivor that it 
will continue to argue that he 
abandoned his status as a U.S. res¬ 
ident. 

The internationally respected 
photographer and his attorneys 
held a news conference in down¬ 
town San Francisco Monday, Oc¬ 
tober 12 to announce they have 
requested an expedited hearing 
before an immigration judge, and 
that Arnesen might have to return 
to New Zealand because he will 
have used up his HIV medication 
supply by next month. 

Arnesen’s troubles began 
about four years ago when he at¬ 
tempted to apply for Social Secu¬ 
rity disability benefits and was er¬ 
roneously informed that he had 
to apply in New Zealand. After 
learning he had been given incor¬ 
rect information, Arnesen said his 
health deteriorated so he couldn’t 
immediately come back to the 
U.S.; once his health improved, 
the INS wouldn’t allow him to 
enter the country because it 
viewed Arnesen as “abandoning” 
his residency and U.S. policy pro¬ 
hibits people with HIV/AIDS 
from entering the country unless 
they are permanent residents. 

In early August, when Arnesen 
arrived at San Francisco Interna¬ 
tional Airport, the INS somewhat 
unexpectedly permitted him to 
pass through customs and return 
to his adopted home. 

On Monday, Arnesen said the 
INS set the first hearing before a 
judge for February. “My attorneys 
have Filed a motion to have the 
hearing expedited,” he said. 
“While I hope that the hearing 
will occur quickly and that my 
residency will be affirmed as soon 
as possible, the stress of this fight 
is taking a toll on my health. Ad¬ 
ditionally, although I have re¬ 
ceived much assistance from 
many wonderful people, because 
the INS has placed my residency 
status in question, there are types 
of medical assistance I cannot re¬ 
ceive here.” 

Arnesen said that he’s received 
a Medicare card, but that doesn’t 
cover all of his HIV medications. 
Clinics here can’t treat him be¬ 


cause he has no residency status. 
He has received his first Social Se¬ 
curity disability check, and will 
continue to receive the checks for 
six months after his return to New 
Zealand. “The problem is, if he 
leaves he may face another case of 
detention,” said attorney John 
Pernick, one of a team of lawyers 
representing Arnesen. “His HIV 
status, under the laws of the U.S., 
means he’s not allowed to come 
into the country unless he’s a per¬ 
manent resident.” 

Slide show tonight 

Arnesen said he appreciates 
the work of his attorneys and oth¬ 
ers, including the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors, which 
passed a resolution supporting 
him August 10. “Unfortunately,” 
he said, “they have no effect on 
the working of the bureaucracy.” 

Professor Richard Boswell, 
head of the immigration clinic at 
Hastings College of the Law, said 
there was a “wrongful” interpreta¬ 
tion of the immigration law as it 
applies to Arnesen. “As a perma¬ 
nent resident, he shouldn’t have 
been denied [entrance],” said 
Boswell. 

Arnesen said he will most like¬ 
ly return to New Zealand within 
the next month, when his HIV 
medication will run out. “My at¬ 
torneys are now working to insure 
that, when I return, it will not be 
under threat of detention that 
faced me in August,” he said. 
“However, we do not know if that 
effort will succeed,” he stated. 

Arnesen said he thinks he has 
been unjustly treated by Social Se¬ 


curity, which refuses to pay bene¬ 
fits to citizens of New Zealand if 
they, like Arnesen, have paid into 
this country’s retirement system. 
“There are 143 New Zealanders 
who are affected,” said Arnesen, 
who says he has paid more than 
$200,000 in U.S. taxes while work¬ 
ing in this country for nearly 30 
years. He added the bureaucrats at 
the Social Security Administra¬ 
tion “will not accept any responsi¬ 
bility” for apparently misinform¬ 
ing him about where he had to 
apply for his disability benefits in 
the first place. 

Among the attorneys working 
on Arnesen’s behalf are Pernick 
and Kristen Jensen from Shep¬ 
pard, Mullin, Richter, and Hamp¬ 
ton; and Hastings’ Boswell. 

The AIDS Legal Referral Panel 
has also assisted Arnesen, and to 
show his appreciation, Arnesen 
will host an exhibition of 130 im¬ 
ages from his unique photograph¬ 
ic collection tonight (Thursday, 
October 15) as a fundraiser for 
the group. Arnesen, whose work 
has appeared in National Geo¬ 
graphic and The Smithsonian, will 
show slides taken during expedi¬ 
tions he led into the isolated pre¬ 
industrial cultures of Papua, New 
Guinea. T

France rejects gay marriage rights

I n a surprise procedural mo¬ 
tion, the French National 
Assembly on Friday, October 
10 rejected Prime Minister Li¬ 
onel Jospin’s plan to provide gay 
couples many of the legal rights 
and financial advantages en¬ 
joyed by married heterosexual 
couples. 

Speaking for Jospin’s Socialist- 
led coalition government, Minis¬ 
ter of Justice Elisabeth Guigou 
immediately vowed the same pro¬ 
posal would be brought back to 
the floor of the assembly “as soon 
as is procedurally possible.” That 
could be as early as this week. 


The lower chamber of the 
French parliament had been 
locked in a furious and emotion¬ 
al debate for much of the day over 
the plan to give gay couples cer¬ 
tain rights, including those related 
to taxes and inheritance. 

What was proposed was a new 
law allowing gay couples to sign a 
formal contract in a government 
office - a contract that would put 
them in much the same status as 
married couples. 

But adoption rights were not 
included under the proposal. 

Known as the Civil Solidarity 
Pact, or “Pacs,” the legislation had 
specified the contract for gay cou¬ 
ples would not be binding, if ei¬ 
ther party should decide to with¬ 


draw. 

Jospin had argued the legisla¬ 
tion was designed to reflect “the 
evolution” of modern French so¬ 
ciety, but opponents charged 
charge the proposal undermined 
the institution of marriage. 

Roman Catholic bishops in 
France and Jewish and Muslim re¬ 
ligious leaders have heatedly de¬ 
nounced the plan, calling it “use¬ 
less and dangerous,” as well as 
subverting “fundamental struc¬ 
tures of society.” 

One conservative lawmaker in 
last week’s debate, Emile Vatier, 
railed against the proposal, saying 
the institution of marriage, which 
“has existed as sacred for thou¬ 
sands of years,” is at risk. ▼

Inactive ingredients include cornstarch, lactose, magnesium 
stearate, and hydroxypropyl methylcellulose. 

CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY 

Anabolic steroids are synthetic derivatives of testosterone. 
Certain clinical effects and adverse reactions demonstrate the 
androgenic properties of this class of drugs. Complete dissoci¬ 
ation of anabolic and androgenic effects has not been achieved. 
The actions of anabolic steroids are therefore similar to those of 
male sex hormones with the possibility of causing serious dis¬ 
turbances of growth and sexual development if given to young 
children. Anabolic steroids suppress the gonadotropic functions 
of the pituitary and may exert a direct effect upon the testes. 

During exogenous administration of anabolic androgens, 
endogenous testosterone release is inhibited through inhibition 
of pituitary luteinizing hormone (LH). At large doses, spermato¬ 
genesis may be suppressed through feedback inhibition of pitu¬ 
itary follicle-stimulating hormone (FSH). 

Anabolic steroids have been reported to increase low-density 
lipoproteins and decrease high-density lipoproteins. These lev¬ 
els revert to normal on discontinuation of treatment. 

INDICATIONS AND USAGE 

Oxandrin is indicated as adjunctive therapy to promote weight 
gain after weight loss following extensive surgery, chronic infec¬ 
tions, or severe trauma, and in some patients who without defi¬ 
nite pathophysiologic reasons fail to gain or to maintain normal 
weight, to offset the protein catabolism associated with pro¬ 
longed administration of corticosteroids, and tor the relief of the 
bone pain frequently accompanying osteoporosis (See 
DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION) 

DRUG ABUSE AND DEPENDENCE 
Oxandrolone is classified as a controlled substance under the 
Anabolic Steroids Control Act of 1990 and has been assigned 
to Schedule III (non-narcotic). 

CONTRAINDICATIONS 

1. Known or suspected carcinoma of the prostate or the 
male breast. 

2. Carcinoma of the breast in females with hypercalcemia 
(androgenic anabolic steroids may stimulate osteolytic 
bone resorption). 

3. Pregnancy, because of possible masculinization of the 
fetus. Oxandrin has been shown to cause embryotoxicity, 
fetotoxicity, infertility, and masculinization of female 
animal offspring when given in doses 9 times the human 


Cholestatic hepatitis and jaundice may occur with 17-alpha- 
alkylated androgens at a relatively low dose. If cholestatic hepati¬ 
tis with jaundice appears or if liver function tests become 
abnormal, oxandrolone should be discontinued and the etiology 
should be determined. Drug-induced jaundice is reversible when 
the medication is discontinued. 

In patients with breast cancer, anabolic steroid therapy may 
cause hypercalcemia by stimulating osteolysis. Oxandrolone 
therapy should be discontinued if hypercalcemia occurs. 

Edema with or without congestive heart failure may be a seri¬ 
ous complication in patients with preexisting cardiac, renal, or 
hepatic disease. Concomitant administration of adrenal cortical 
steroid or ACTH may increase the edema. 

In children, androgen therapy may accelerate bone matura¬ 
tion without producing compensatory gain in linear growth. This 
adverse effect results in compromised adult height. The younger 
the child, the greater the risk of compromising final mature 
height. The effect on bone maturation should be monitored by 
assessing bone age of the left wrist and hand every 6 months 
(See PRECAUTIONS: Laboratory tests). 

Geriatric patients treated with androgenic anabolic steroids 
may be at an increased risk for the development of prostatic 
hypertrophy and prostatic carcinoma. 

ANABOLIC STEROIDS HAVE NOT BEEN SHOWN TO 
ENHANCE ATHLETIC ABILITY. 

PRECAUTIONS 

General: 

Women should be observed for signs of virilization (deepening 
of the voice, hirsutism, acne, clitoromegaly). Discontinuation of 
drug therapy at the time of evidence of mild virilism is necessary 
to prevent irreversible virilization. Some virilizing changes in 
women are irreversible even after prompt discontinuance of 
therapy and are not prevented by concomitant use of estrogens. 
Menstrual irregularities may also occur. 

Anabolic steroids may cause suppression of clotting factors II, 
V, VII, and X, and an increase in prothrombin time. 

Information for patients: 

The physician should instruct patients to report any of the fol¬ 
lowing side effects of androgens: 

Males: Too frequent or persistent erections of the penis, 

appearance or aggravation of acne. 

Females: Hoarseness, acne, changes in menstrual periods, 

or more facial hair. 

All patients: Nausea, vomiting, changes in skin color, or ankle 

swelling. 

Laboratory tests: 

Women with disseminated breast carcinoma should have fre¬ 
quent determination of urine and serum calcium levels during 
the course of therapy (See WARNINGS). 

Because of the hepatotoxicity associated with the use of 17- 
alpha-alkylated androgens, liver function tests should be 
obtained periodically. 

Periodic (every 6 months) x-ray examinations of bone age 
should be made during treatment of children to determine the 
rate of bone maturation and the effects of androgen therapy on 
the epiphyseal centers. 

Serum lipids and high-density lipoprotein cholesterol determi¬ 
nations should be done periodically as androgenic anabolic 
steroids have been reported to increase low-density lipoproteins. 
Serum cholesterol levels may increase during therapy. Therefore, 
caution is required when administering these agents to patients 
with a history of myocardial infarction or coronary artery disease. 
Serial determinations of serum cholesterol should be made and 
therapy adjusted accordingly. 

Hemoglobin and hematocrit should be checked periodically for 
polycythemia in patients who are receiving high doses of ana¬ 
bolic steroids.

WARNINGS 


PELIOSIS HEPATIS, A CONDITION IN WHICH LIVER AND 
SOMETIMES SPLENIC TISSUE IS REPLACED WITH 
BLOOD-FILLED CYSTS, HAS BEEN REPORTED IN 
PATIENTS RECEIVING ANDROGENIC ANABOLIC 
STEROID THERAPY. THESE CYSTS ARE SOMETIMES 
PRESENT WITH MINIMAL HEPATIC DYSFUNCTION, BUT 
AT OTHER TIMES THEY HAVE BEEN ASSOCIATED 
WITH LIVER FAILURE. THEY ARE OFTEN NOT RECOG¬

LIVER CELL TUMORS ARE ALSO REPORTED. MOST 
OFTEN THESE TUMORS ARE BENIGN AND ANDRO¬ 
GEN-DEPENDENT, BUT FATAL MALIGNANT TUMORS 
HAVE BEEN REPORTED. WITHDRAWAL OF DRUG 
OFTEN RESULTS IN REGRESSION OR CESSATION OF 
PROGRESSION OF THE TUMOR. HOWEVER, HEPATIC 
TUMORS ASSOCIATED WITH ANDROGENS OR ANA¬ 
BOLIC STEROIDS ARE MUCH MORE VASCULAR THAN 
OTHER HEPATIC TUMORS AND MAY BE SILENT UNTIL 
LIFE-THREATENING INTRA-ABDOMINAL HEMOR¬ 
RHAGE DEVELOPS. BLOOD LIPID CHANGES THAT ARE 
KNOWN TO BE ASSOCIATED WITH INCREASED RISK

Drug interactions 
Anticoagulants: 

Anabolic steroids may increase sensitivity to oral anticoagulants. 
Dosage of the anticoagulant may have to be decreased in order 
to maintain desired prothrombin time. Patients receiving oral anti¬ 
coagulant therapy require close monitoring, especially when 
anabolic steroids are started or stopped. 

Oral hypoglycemic agents: 

Oxandrolone may inhibit the metabolism of oral hypoglycemic 
agents. 

Adrenal steroids or ACTH: 

In patients with edema, concomitant administration with adrenal 
cortical steroids or ACTH may increase the edema. 

Drug/Laboratory test interactions: 

Anabolic steroids may decrease levels of thyroxine-binding glob¬ 
ulin, resulting in decreased total T 4 serum levels and increased 
resin uptake of T 3 and T 4 . Free thyroid hormone levels remain 
unchanged. In addition, a decrease in PBI and radioactive iodine 
uptake may occur. 

Carcinogenesis, mutagenesis, impairment of fertility 
Animal data: 

Oxandrolone has not been tested in laboratory animals for car¬ 
cinogenic or mutagenic effects. In 2-year chronic oral rat stud¬ 
ies, a dose-related reduction of spermatogenesis and decreased 
organ weights (testes, prostate, seminal vesicles, ovaries, 
uterus, adrenals, and pituitary) were shown. 

Human data: 

Liver cell tumors have been reported in patients receiving long¬ 
term therapy with androgenic anabolic steroids in high doses 
(See WARNINGS). Withdrawal of the drugs did not lead to 
regression of the tumors in all cases. 

Geriatric patients treated with androgenic anabolic steroids 
may be at an increased risk for the development of prostatic 
hypertrophy and prostatic carcinoma. 


Pregnancy: 

Teratogenic effects — Pregnancy Category X (See CONTRA¬ 
INDICATIONS). 

Nursing mothers: 

It is not known whether anabolic steroids are excreted in human 
milk. Because of the potential of serious adverse reactions in 
nursing infants from oxandrolone, a decision should be made 
whether to discontinue nursing or to discontinue the drug, tak¬ 
ing into account the importance of the drug to the mother. 
Pediatric use: 

Anabolic agents may accelerate epiphyseal maturation more 
rapidly than linear growth in children and the effect may continue 
for 6 months after the drug has been stopped. Therefore, therapy 
should be monitored by x-ray studies at 6-month intervals in 
order to avoid the risk of compromising adult height. Androgenic 
anabolic steroid therapy should be used very cautiously in chil¬ 
dren and only by specialists who are aware of the effects on 
bone maturation (See WARNINGS). 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

The following adverse reactions have been associated with use 
of anabolic steroids: 

Hepatic: Cholestatic jaundice with, rarely, hepatic necrosis and 
death. Hepatocellular neoplasms and peliosis hepatis with long¬ 
term therapy (See WARNINGS). Reversible changes in liver 
function tests also occur including increased bromsulfophthalein 
(BSP) retention, and increases in serum bilirubin, aspartate 
aminotransferase (AST, SGOT) and alkaline phosphatase. 

In males: 

Prepubertal: Phallic enlargement and increased frequency or 
persistence of erections. 

Postpubertal: Inhibition of testicular function, testicular atrophy 
and oligospermia, impotence, chronic priapism, epididymitis, 
and bladder irritability. 

In females: 

Clitoral enlargement, menstrual irregularities. 

CNS: Habituation, excitation, insomnia, depression, and 
changes in libido. 

Hematologic: Bleeding in patients on concomitant anticoagulant 
therapy. 

Breast: Gynecomastia. 

Larynx: Deepening of the voice in females. 

Hair: Hirsutism and male pattern baldness in females. 

Skin: Acne (especially in females and prepubertal males). 
Skeletal: Premature closure of epiphyses in children (See PRE¬ 
CAUTIONS: Pediatric use). 

Fluid and electrolytes: Edema, retention of serum electrolytes 
(sodium chloride, potassium, phosphate, calcium). 
Metabolic/Endocrine: Decreased glucose tolerance (See PRE¬ 
CAUTIONS: Laboratory tests), increased creatinine excretion, 
increased serum levels of creatinine phosphokinase (CPK). 
Masculinization of the fetus. Inhibition of gonadotropin secretion. 
OVERDOSAGE 

No symptoms or signs associated with overdosage have been 
reported. It is possible that sodium and water retention may 
occur. 

The oral LD M of oxandrolone in mice and dogs is greater than 
5,000 mg/kg. No specific antidote is known, but gastric lavage 
may be used. 


DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

Therapy with anabolic steroids is adjunctive to and not a replace¬ 
ment for conventional therapy. The duration of therapy with 
Oxandrin (oxandrolone) will depend on the response of the 
patient and the possible appearance of adverse reactions. 
Therapy should be intermittent. 

Adults: The usual adult dosage of Oxandrin is one 2.5-mg tablet 
2 to 4 times daily. However, the response of individuals to ana¬ 
bolic steroids varies, and a daily dosage of as little as 2.5 mg or 
as much as 20 mg may be required to achieve the desired 
response. A course of therapy of 2 to 4 weeks is usually 
adequate. This may be repeated intermittently as indicated. 
Children: For children the total daily dosage of Oxandrin is 
<0.1 mg per kilogram body weight or <0.045 mg per pound of 
body weight. This may be repeated intermittently as indicated. 
HOW SUPPLIED 

Oxandrin 2.5-mg tablets are oval, white, and scored with BTG 
on one side and "11” on each side of the scoreline on the other 
side; bottles of 100 (NDC 54396-111-11).

B ack in the darkest ages of 
AIDS - before there were 
even any unsatisfactory 
drugs - activists in the U.S., led by 
ACT UP in its heyday, went to a 
lot to trouble to get an influence 
on the way drugs got tested and 
the way information about them 
was shared. 

A few farsighted government 
officials in NIAID, the National 
Institute of Allergy and Infectious 
Diseases, either realized that there 
might be some value in getting 
patient input and support, or saw 
a losing battle. They worked with 
the activists to establish a formal 
means to include them, and in 
fact it was the government that 
forced this marriage on some very 
reluctant scientists. 

The first group created was the 
AIDS Clinical Trials Group 
(ACTG) Community Constituen¬ 
cy Group (CCG). As its name im¬ 
plies, this national group has con¬ 
tinued to be a group that repre¬ 
sents a variety of constituents for 
AIDS drug trials. As such, it has 
open national applications peri¬ 
odically and tries to maintain a 
mix of geographic and interest 
groups. 

Somewhat separate from this 
national group are community 
advisory boards (CAB) required 
for each ACTG site. Later groups

have tended to be organized from 
the bottom up, with local CABs 
electing representatives to a na¬ 
tional CAB. 

Now the Division of AIDS 
(DAIDS) alone has CABs for 
seven AIDS networks of treat¬ 
ment and vaccine clinical trials 
and natural history studies. This 
effort led to the normaliza¬ 
tion of CABs, which have 
been a vanguard for 
other healthcare in¬ 
stitutions and activi¬ 
ties. Many private clini¬ 
cal trials, academic insti¬ 
tutions, and pharmaceuti¬ 
cal companies also 
have adopted some 
variation of the CAB 
concept. But unlike 
institutional review 
boards, CABs are not required 
unless as part of the requirements 
of a specific NIH grant or con¬ 
tract. 

Hop in 

In theory, and often in prac¬ 
tice, CABs can play an essential 
role in the conduct of research. 
Hundreds of times CABs have 
identified potential problems for 
investigators or helped make tri¬ 
als more ethical, attractive, and 
feasible. In addition to their advi¬ 
sory and watchdog function, 
CABs have also helped their com¬ 
munities by disseminating infor¬ 
mation and arguing the case for 
participants, people with AIDS 
and the stigmatized communities 
that bear the brunt of the epi¬ 
demic. 

The best investigators have 
learned to respect and work with 
their CABs and the best CABs 
have earned their investigators’ re¬ 
spect and work well with them. 
This constructive engagement be¬ 
tween investigators and commu¬ 
nities requires understanding 
each other’s points of views and 



interests, sharing information 
openly, and often negotiating so¬ 
lutions that work for scientific in¬ 
quiry and individual rights and 
needs, which must never be com¬ 
promised if the research enter¬ 
prise is to work at all. 

In addition to goodwill, CABs, 
which are voluntary in nature, re¬ 
quire organizational support. 
This may include staff to 
support administrative 
needs, a budget to cover 
costs, facilitated access 
to technical support 
such as phones, mes¬ 
saging, computers, 
copies. CABs must 
have regular written 
and verbal updates in 
a timely manner by 
staff in general and 
investigators in particular, who 
need to be available at times con¬ 
venient for CAB members. CABs 
also require time and assistance to 
develop and maintain their own 
mechanisms and procedures for 
functioning well, including orien¬ 
tation and training for new mem¬ 
bers. 

Often this process works very 
well indeed. NIAID Division of 
AIDS conducted a review of its 
CABs in 1996 and is in the process 
of trying to respond to partici¬ 
pants concerns and provide better 
communications, training, logis¬ 
tics, funding, and interchange. 
The independent review by inves¬ 
tigators and CAB members ends 
with the following summary 
statement, “The panel agreed that 
although a vague unease still ex¬ 
ists regarding the institute’s com¬ 
mitment to involving the com¬ 
munity constituencies, the overall 
trust between the national groups 
and DAIDS has improved consid¬ 
erably.” 

Taking a ride 

Joining and participating in a 
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CAB can be an act of charity or 
enlightened self-interest. It also 
can turn out to be a punishing ex¬ 
perience. In the beginning, God 
made CAB. members who were 
perfect in every way: motivated 
AIDS activists who had the needs 
of people with AIDS as a fire in 
their guts. They fought and 
learned, wheedled and screamed, 
and seldom gave up. Many gave 
freely with a seemingly endless 
amount of time, energy, and en¬ 
thusiasm. No pay, no gratitude* 
no authority, all in the face of a lot 
of bad studies, wasted money, and 
useless or disappointing results. 
Too many have literally died in 
the process. 

CABs today are often very dif¬ 
ferent. Some cities have enough 
CABs to keep an activist out of 
the bars every weeknight. A great 
deal of the business of CABs is 
bureaucratic, dreary, and difficult 
to understand. One may need to 
sit on seemingly endless confer¬ 
ence calls and put up with the in¬ 
credibly inefficient way scientists 
run their business. Often we find 
out about important decisions or 
trials after they’ve gone down the 
wrong path, or individual investi¬ 
gators have little to say about what 
happens in the national networks, 
or they patronize us in any one of 
a hundred ways. 

The role of CABs is still un¬ 
clear, and we cannot rely on staff 
or government to define it or ini¬ 
tiate participants. Word of mouth 
among CAB members, mentor¬ 
ing, and a tradition of dissent has 
to be instilled by other activists 
and CAB members. 

CAB gridlock 

The government programs 


have changed, too. A great deal of 
the most progressive and interest¬ 
ing research is done privately by 
companies who don’t want to be 
bothered by an open and often in¬ 
efficient system of government 
networks (including the CAB 
process). A new generation of 
CABbies has arisen: well-meaning 
people who don’t have the fire in 
their guts and who need to be 
trained from scratch about the re¬ 
search process and their role in it. 
Often they are participants who 
see themselves as primarily there 
to help the staff, thrilled with their 
entre into the world of science, or 
employees of community-based 
organizations fulfilling a job com¬ 
mitment. They aren’t self-taught 
or as tenacious in their desire to 
influence change. Some groups 
and some individuals have a hard 
time disagreeing with authority, 
especially doctors. 

Membership in any one CAB 
can be boring, unsatisfying, and 
frustrating, like any real job. But 
the demands of many CABs tax 
the ability of those interested and 
willing to participate. The job of 
the CAB is not recruitment or 
self-improvement, or making 
trips to Washington. It is advising 
in an often-thankless effort to im¬ 
prove and speed up research. 
Many CABs are too small and 
have too much to cover and do. 
New members are often left to 
shift for themselves in a world of 
acronyms and details. Impacted 
cities have CAB gridlock, and 
there are never enough smart, de¬ 
termined activists to man or 
woman them. Many working 
members don’t have a lot of time 
to devote to CAB business in the 
networks, which can occur during

business hours or at distant meet¬ 
ings. But imperfect as the system 
is, it accomplishes great, often un¬ 
noticed things. 

Often at the national level, 
there’s a conflict between repre¬ 
senting a particular constituency 
and working together with others, 
in doing the hard work of partic¬ 
ipating in the scientific enterprise 
by understanding what the scien¬ 
tific needs are, and seeing what’s 
best for our communities at large. 
This has in the past erupted into 
CAB infighting or ineffectual di¬ 
vided CABs. Developing CAB 
consensus seems to be the only 
way to offset our lack of actual au¬ 
thority. Not enough people on ei¬ 
ther side of this tug-of-war un¬ 
derstand that good science and 
good ethics are the same thing. 

Certain subjects have tradi¬ 
tionally been the areas for CAB 
input: entry and exclusion crite¬ 
ria, enrollment, compliance and 
retention, informed consent, 
after-trial access, communica¬ 
tions, and community education. 
We should have a bigger say in the 
larger issues of planning, budget¬ 
ing, and priority setting. We 
should be part of every concept 
development and protocol plan¬ 
ning team. CAB members do sit 
on executive and scientific com¬ 
mittees, but their effectiveness 
varies with the individual, who 
has the difficult job of holding his 
or her own in a high powered, 
highly motivated, highly educat¬ 
ed, highly-competitive profes¬ 
sional group. Communities 
should be represented as well on 
institutional review boards that 
must approve studies and data 
safety and monitoring boards that 
must review adverse events and 
interim data during a blinded 
trial. T

A CT UP/Golden Gate and the 
University of California San 
Francisco AIDS Research 
Institute (UCSF) are presenting a 
free community forum on body 
shape changes in people with HIV 
this Monday, October 19. 

Now that people are living 
longer, the longterm side effects of 
anti-HIV treatment are becoming 
more pronounced including 
growing reports of abnormal 
body composition changes and 
the redistribution of body fat. 

Although still anecdotal, the 
topic was prominently featured at 
the international AIDS conference 
in Geneva in July. 

Lipodystrophy is the medical 
term being applied to symptoms 
that include thinning in the face, 
arms, legs, and butt - often result¬ 
ing in a sunken face or pro¬ 
nounced veins in the arms and 
legs - and fat deposits in the 
stomach, a fairly common occur¬ 
rence called “protease paunch,” fat 
accumulation in the shoulders 
and back, occasionally reported 
and called “buffalo hump,” as well 
as increased breast size in women. 

The cause is not known, al¬ 
though theories consider the side 
effects of protease inhibitors and 
other treatments as well as the 


general effect of HIV infection; it 
has been estimated that the con¬ 
dition affects up to 65-80 percent 
of people using HIV treatments, 
usually successfully - any changes 
in current treatment regimens 
based on concerns over these 
symptoms should only be made 
in consultation with your medical 
professional. 

ACT UP/Golden Gate began 
exploring the issue a couple of 
years ago and convened a successful 
forum at the Geneva conference. 

UCSF doctors and HIV/AIDS 
patients will present information 
on the condition and possible 
treatment options as well as answer 
questions from the attendees. ▼

I H j| hat do you do with one of 
the most popular, and 
populated, sports at a gay 
event that includes over a thou¬ 
sand women and men in both in¬ 
dividual and team events, where 
world records may be broken, and 
fan interest remains at an all-time 
high? 

If you’re the Dutch host of this 
gay event, you shunt them off to 
the suburbs in the most remote of 
all locations, and when, due to the 
enormous amount of competitors 
you run out of medals, you 
change the rules mid-competition 
to cover your mistakes. 

Those were the two major 
complaints at swimming events at 
Gay Games. Nevertheless, Bay 


Area swimmers persevered, and 
turned in a predictably outstand¬ 
ing set of results. Team USF won 
30 individual medals at the games 
-18 gold, five silver, and 
seven bronze - plus a sil¬ 
ver relay medal, and 
members of Team 
Tsunami turned in 
dozens, as did those rugged 
non-team individualists. 

Steve Czekala of Team 
Berkeley is considering 
not competing in so 
many events in Syd¬ 
ney, since most of his 
time was spent either 
in the pool or catch¬ 
ing pre-dawn trains and shuttle 
buses. 

“It was a long-ass haul,” said 
the East Bay native, who didn’t 
have a chance to explore Amster¬ 


dam, because he spent most of his 
time in the 35-kilometer-distant 
suburb of Amersfoort. 

He does admit that he “made 
more friends because of the all 
that commuting. It 
became a social out¬ 
let. I’m sure a lot of 
people got dates.” 

The former scholarship 
swimmer at the University of 
the Pacific specialized in 
long-distance freestyle 
and butterfly events 
during his days at the 
Division 1 school, 
competing against the 
daunting Stanford 
and Cal State teams. “Obviously 
we’d get our asses beat.” 

Like many high-achieving 
swimmers, Czekala was not out in 
college, but instead focused on 
academics, dating women, and 
keeping up with fraternity life. 

He credits the post-college 
breather of International Gay and 
Lesbian Aquatics (IGLA) with 
helping him re-establish his 
swimming excellence in a gay- 
friendly environment. In fact, it 
was at an IGLA tournament that 
he caught up with an old college 
chum who was also closeted, but 
now open. 

Czekala enjoyed the competi¬ 
tion at Gay Games V, but said that 
“the best swimmers were not in 
Amsterdam,” having not partici¬ 
pated “for a variety of reasons. 
Some were worried about FINA 
sanctioning, whether they would 
recognize records. They thought, 
why go through all the hassle if 
the time is not gonna be recog¬ 
nized? Others heard how bad the 
pool was.” 

Czekala said competitive 
swimmers don’t need the hassle of 
“a pool without gutters, danger¬ 
ous starting blocks, or a relatively

shallow pool.” Faster times are 
more easily made in deeper water. 

And like the organizers of sev¬ 
eral other events, Czekala said 
that the Dutch organizers “truly 
did not want to listen and did not 
want to glean any knowledge 
from previous experiences.” 

Who’s got the medal? 

What were the other prob¬ 
lems? Mid-week, Dutch organiz¬ 
ers refused to issue any more 
medals to the 200+ relay partici¬ 
pants, after they had already done 
so with many others. Why? Were 
they running low? Perhaps the 
thought of adding up how many 
medals would be needed should 
have been done in advance. But 
like officials in many sports, basic 
math was a frequent problem. 
One competitor joked that 
“they’re probably fixing it to give 
away medals to Dutch competi¬ 
tors so they can re-use them!” 

USF Masters swimmer and 
multi-medalist Richard Garret 
called the medals snafu “inexcus¬ 
able,” as was the “unnecessary 
staging of the 400 and 800 meter 
freestyle events with two swim¬ 
mers to a lane.” 

Finally frustrated with the 
commute, Garret ended up mov¬ 
ing there from Amsterdam, ended 
up paying for two hotel rooms, 
and rented a bicycle just to get to 
his meets on time. “It was at least 
an hour outside of the city, not 
the ‘30 minutes’ that they claimed 
in all their literature.” 

Despite the hassles, the events 
themselves were fairly well-run. 
“Results got posted promptly, and 
most awards got awarded, as con¬ 
trasted with New York.” 

Age-ism? 

But another problem that was 
already forewarned before Gay 
Games was the issue of not 
awarding medals to seniors in less 
populated categories. Dutch orga¬ 
nizers refused to hand out medals 
to swimmers who “won” their 
events in their age groups but had 
no competition. Additionally, 
they would only hand out gold 
and silver if there were three con¬ 
testants in the age group, and gold 
only if there were only two. 

“I have never seen this policy 
implemented in any swim meet 
I’ve been to,” said Garrett. “It 
means that some of the swimmers 
in the older age groups (like Mary 
Coffey and Phil Johnson) swam 
and won many events but re¬ 
ceived no medals.” 

They are, however, listed on 
the Gay Games “medal winners” 
website as having won the medals. 
There goes that Orwellian revi- 
sionsim again. 

Karen Hoyland, of Toronto, 
Ontario, who’s been competing in 
swimming since childhood, won 
a gold (50m freestyle) and a 


bronze (200m freestyle). She also 
won two bronze medals in New 
York. She also won many more at 
tournaments around the world. 

“Most of the medals I have 
won are sitting in drawers or 
hanging around door knobs col¬ 
lecting dust,” she said. “It seemed 
important at the time to win the 
medals, but what I find afterwards 
is that it is not.” 

Hoyland is one of few multi¬ 
medalists who discounts the 
medal-giving process. “The same 
people always win and the same 
people always don’t win any¬ 
thing,” she said. She favors partic¬ 
ipant medals for swimmers. 

“For some reason we need to 
have won medals in order to real¬ 
ize that medals are not what is im¬ 
portant,” she said. “Medals don’t 
make you happy, or more content, 
or help you love yourself, or help 
you love others, or make you a 
better or more important person.” 

But what does winning and 
not being recognized do to a per¬ 
son? 

After the Closing Ceremonies 
held in the immense ArenA, thou¬ 
sands of participants walked qui¬ 
etly in a constant stream toward 
the trains headed back to Amster¬ 
dam. Among them I spotted Rolf 
Sorgren from New York, an old 
pal from my New York days, who 
competed in swimming and track 
and field. 

Yet despite his superior efforts 
- second and third place in sever¬ 
al events - he came home medal¬ 
less. Rolf was understandably dis¬ 
gruntled about the whole affair. 

“They changed the rules part¬ 
way through the competition,” he 
said. “And then they changed the 
rules in track and field.” Due to 
the late entries, people who 
thought they were heading into fi¬ 
nals and semi-finals were fre¬ 
quently forced to compete again 
against new late entries. In addi¬ 
tion, competitors were told before 
and after late events that medals 
would only be given out to first 
place winners. 

“No one knows why they 
made such a big fuss about the 
medals,” Sorgren said. “I think 
they put on a fabulous event. But 
is wasn’t too much about compe¬ 
tition. They chose to focus on par¬ 
ties and pretty colors. Don’t get 
me wrong, I love a good party, but 
they should have been sticking to 
the rules which are international¬ 
ly accepted.” 

And as we walked quietly 
among the thousands leaving the 
ArenA, I couldn’t help but wonder 
how many people like Rolf tried 
their hardest, and may have actu¬ 
ally triumphed, but never got rec¬ 
ognized for it. 

I wondered how many others 
actually won, but due to the capri¬ 
cious Dutch customs, “officially” 
didn’t. T

don’t have to be politically cor¬ 
rect,” Dame Edna says, and there 
were a few murmurs and maybe 
even a gasp or two at several of the 
non-PC observations. 

Dame Edna is at her best when 
the observations are outlined in 
truths springing from the man in¬ 
side her. “I was born with a special 
gift,” she says grandly, “to laugh at 
the misfortune of others.” But 
there are stretches in Humphries’ 
latest outing as Edna that fall into 
the predictable formulas of a 
stand-up routine, and our con¬ 
nections to the character falter as 
“conversation” turns into a 
comic’s material. 

Humphries’ impressive abili¬ 
ties at thinking on his feet in char¬ 
acter were displayed in the TV se¬ 
ries that cast Dame Edna as a talk- 
show host who would ever-so- 
cordially hammer her guests. 
There are elements of this in the 
new show, as Edna draws several 
theater-goers into conversations 
that leave them limp but laughing

and hatless). 

A telephone bit with Edna 
telephoning relatives of audience 
members from the stage didn’t 
take off on opening night, and it 
was abruptly abandoned. That’s a 
justifiable risk of playing with the 
unknown, but that can’t explain 
the curiously tame “salute” to 
Britain’s royal family using sever¬ 
al folks from the audience as little 
more than mannequins.

Even so, 
shortly after making her entrance 
at Theatre on the Square (“a little 
tucked-away nook of a theater”), 
Dame Edna admitted to being

Bleak house

|| t takes only a few moments to 

realize that A Tale of Two Cities 
. is going to miss its mark by a 
mile or two. But as misguided as 
this comic one-man variation on 
the Dickens novel can be, there 
comes a growing appreciation for 
the desperate bravery behind it. I 
can’t imagine that the tiny audi¬ 
ence enjoyed itself very much — 
laughter was exceedingly sparse 
— but the curtain-call applause 
rang with enthusiastic sympathy. 

It was 10 years ago that Everett 
Quinton adapted Dickens as a ve¬ 
hicle for himself, and as a way to 
raise funds for the Ridiculous The¬ 
atrical Company in the year fol¬ 
lowing founder Charles Ludlam’s 
death. Quinton, who had been 
Ludlam’s partner on stage and in 
life, played a part-time drag queen 
excitedly preparing for a perfor¬ 
mance when a baby is mysterious¬ 
ly abandoned on his doorstep. 
After traditional children’s stories 
fail to stop the baby’s crying, he 
tries the opening lines from A Tale 
of Two Cities and quickly finds 
himself engrossed in playing some 
20 characters in a 90-minute ver¬ 
sion of the famous story. 

In the Studio at Theatre Rhi¬ 
noceros, Richard Wenzel is play¬ 
ing Quinton’s role in a perfor¬ 
mance that needs to be a tour de 
force but here is more a tear of 
Railings. There are signs of talent 
behind Wenzel’s multiple charac-

terizations, but he’s not the kind 
of natural clown who could trans¬ 
form Dickens’ dialogue into the 
kind of comic platform Quinton 
must have envisioned. 

The quick-change aspects of 
the show are sloppily and 
unimaginatively handled, nor 
does the production get much of a 
boost from the crude sound and 
lighting. As of the second week¬ 
end of the run, there were plenty 
of rough edges that director 
George Pelham hadn’t yet 
smoothed. It’s a disappointing fol¬ 
low-up for Tanta Productions to 
its acclaimed Oscar Wilde show 
Diversions and Delights. ▼

Ensler has been performing the 
piece all over the world, adding 
new monologues, and witnessing 
the change in the audience when 
“they get to the celebration point.

'Columbia A/o/Y fest at the Lumiere

t seems clear from the titles 
that comprise the Lumiere’s 
Columbia Noir festival that 
whoever compiled the series had 
a very loose interpretation of film 
noir. You don’t have to be a film 
scholar to know that the noir 
genre is all about cynicism, bru¬ 
tality, shadow-draped urban set¬ 
tings, and dishy dames in snoods 
and ankle-strap pumps. So what 
is Knock on Any Door, a 
mild-mannered little message pic¬ 
ture, doing in the festival? And if 
the consensus is that film noir 
began with 1941’s The Maltese 
Falcon and ended with 1958’s 
Touch of Evil, what’s with the in¬ 
clusion of 1959’s The Crimson Ki¬ 
mono, 196 l’s Underworld, USA, 
and 1962’s Experiment in Terror? 
The latter film — a kinky thriller 
featuring a scene in which the 
nude body of a murdered woman 
is hung upside down in a room 
full of mannequin parts — has as 
much in common with Silence of 
the Lambs as it does traditional 
noir. 

But it doesn’t make sense to 
quibble over whether or not all of 
these selections qualify as true 
film noir when so many are sim¬ 
ply great films. Fritz Lang’s The 
Big Heat (10/16) was the right 
choice to lead off the festival. This 
1953 feature, about an ex-cop 
(Glenn Ford) and an ex-moll 
(Gloria Grahame) joining forces 


to bust a crime ring, is Columbia’s 
best film noir and one of the two 
or three best movies of the genre, 
period. In terms of structure, it’s 
a perfect film, with no missteps or 
loose ends in the taut narrative. 
But it’s the movie’s complex lead 
characters, who are anything but 
cop and mobster cliches, that 
truly set it apart from 
run-of-the-mill noir. Ford, as a 
man haunted by the murder of his 
wife, is a hero of tragic propor¬ 
tions, and Grahame, in her best 
performance, is the definitive 
moll: saucy, wise-cracking, tough, 
but also a bit of a loon. The fact 
that Grahame’s love for Ford goes 
not only unrequited but also un¬ 
spoken merely adds another dark, 
emotional layer to the film. 

While Day One of the series 
brings us one of the best film 
noirs, Day Two brings us one of 
the most overrated. The only in¬ 
teresting aspect of the Charles 
Vidor-directed Gilda (10/17) is 
the coded gay relationship be¬ 
tween the Glenn Ford and George 
Macready characters. When the 
rich, older Ballin Mundson 
(Macready) meets the young, 
down-and-out Johnny Farrell 
(Ford) for the first time outside a 
seedy waterfront bar, he acts as if 
he’s cruising for rough trade. The 
two men eventually form a part¬ 
nership (clearly in both senses of 
the word) in the operation of 
Ballin’s casino, but their cozy ex¬ 
istence comes to an end when 
Gilda (Rita Hayworth) shimmies 


her way into the picture. The rest 
of the movie concentrates on 
Gilda and Johnny’s sado¬ 
masochistic relationship, which is 
supposed to be very sick-sexy 
(“Hate is a very exciting emotion,” 
she coos to him), but becomes 
tiresome long before the ludicrous 
“we’ve-both-been-such-stinkers!” 
climax. 

Big titles 

The big titles in the Columbia 
Noir festival are clustered in its 
first few days. After The Big Heat 
and Gilda, we get In a Lonely Place 
(10/18), director Nicholas Ray’s 
amazing 1950 film about a jaded, 
violent-tempered Hollywood 
screenwriter, Dixon Steele 
(Humphrey Bogart), who be¬ 
comes the prime suspect in the 
murder of a hat-check girl. The 
film works on several levels: as a 
murder mystery, as a cynical story 
about the movie business, and 
most effectively, as a heartbreak¬ 
ing romance. The romance in¬ 
volves Steele and his neighbor, 
Laurel Gray (Gloria Grahame 
again), who stands by Dix until 
his frightening explosions of 
anger have even her doubting his 
innocence. This film is usually 
discussed in terms of Bogart’s 
brilliant, unsettling performance, 
in which he unleashes all the rage 
and self-loathing hinted at in 
characters from his previous 
films, but Grahame is also won¬ 
derful in an ingenue role that 
could easily have been forgettable 


in the hands of a lesser actress. 

In a Lonely Place shares a dou¬ 
ble bill with Knock on Any Door, a 
film in which Bogart has a far less 
meaty role. Also directed by 
Nicholas Ray, the 1949 movie fea¬ 
tures Bogart as a soft-hearted 
lawyer defending a young thug, 
Nick Romano (John Derek), on 
trial for the murder of a cop. This 
heavy-handed film isn’t remem¬ 
bered for the endless speeches 
Bogart makes blaming society for 
“Pretty Boy” Romano’s crimes, 
but instead for a single line of di¬ 
alogue uttered by Derek: “Live 
fast, die young, and have a good- 
looking corpse.” (When quoted in 
articles about the latest young 
rock-star casualty, the line usually 
erroneously becomes “leave a 


good-looking corpse.”) As the 
film’s nihilistic young antihero, 
Derek — the future director of 
Ghost Can’t Do It and other atroc¬ 
ities starring his wife and pitiable 
muse Bo — wasn’t any more tal¬ 
ented as an actor than as a film¬ 
maker, but his looks compensated 
for a lot. Ray lovingly pho¬ 
tographs Derek as he spends most 
of the movie sulking around in a 
tight T-shirt or dirty wifebeater, 
constantly brushing tousled 
strands of his pompadour away 
from his impossibly pretty face. 

Slicked Ginger 

The second half of the series is 
made up of a mixed bag of more 
obscure Columbia noirs. Phil 
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Eviscerating Tristan’ 

San Francisco Opera loses the passion

uring the last few seasons, the 
San Francisco Opera has 
added a new dimension to 
casting its performances. This con¬ 
sists of 1) hearing a singer struggle, 
not very successfully, through a part 
with the company, then 2) hiring 
that same singer to perform a much 
more difficult part, which leads to 
3) being forced to let the mediocre 
singer go during the rehearsal 
process for the more difficult opera, 
and then 4) at the last minute, fill¬ 
ing the demanding role with any¬ 
one available. Since good singers are 
more scarce than denture-work in 
the mouths of barnyard fowl, the 
number not already engaged, at any 
given time, is a tiny one indeed. 

The latest example of this lose- 
lose game of Casting Roulette was 
played out last Saturday night at 
the War Memorial Opera House 
when the company offered Wagn¬ 
er’s Tristan und Isolde , one of the 
greatest operas ever written, and 
one of the most difficult to do 
well. The originally-hired Isolde 
was Karen Huffstodt, an an¬ 
nouncement that stunned most' 
people who had heard her barely 
squeak through Richard Strauss’s 
one-act Salome at the Civic Audi¬ 
torium. If she didn’t have the 
vocal chops to do a decent Sa¬ 
lome, why hire her to do the more 
difficult, longer Isolde? That’s like 
expecting an athlete who doesn’t 
have enough body strength to be a

mediocre gymnast turn around 
and be an Olympic weightlifter. 

Apparently this fact finally 
dawned on even the SFO, and 
during rehearsals for Tristan 
Huffstodt “withdrew from the 
production due to artistic differ¬ 
ences,” according to a press re¬ 
lease. Since company music direc¬ 
tor Donald Runnicles is conduct¬ 
ing these Tristans, one wonders 
whether the casting department 
was proceeding without his 
knowledge in assembling the 
original cast, or if Runnicles real¬ 
ly thought Huffstodt was an Isol¬ 
de. Either scenario is frightening. 

The last-minute replacement 
was Elizabeth Connell, a soprano 
who in previous seasons had 
turned two of the most electrify¬ 
ing parts in the repertoire, Ortrud 
in Lohengrin and Elektras title 
role, into real snoozers. On Satur¬ 
day Connell worked very hard to 
be Isolde. She varied her dynam¬ 
ics, and was careful to add the 
final consonants to her German 
words. In a house half the size of 
the War Memorial she might have 
been able to register a bit of in¬ 
volvement with the role. But Sat¬ 
urday she was not Isolde, either 
vocally or dramatically. 

Seething and writhing 

Tristan is the apotheosis of 
Western Civilization’s view of 
eroticism. The music seethes and 
writhes with passion. Tristan and 
Isolde must express everything 
from scorching fury, through all¬ 


consuming sexual desire, to spiri¬ 
tual transfiguration. Rather than 
experiencing any of this, I kept 
thinking of Marlene Dietrich’s 
recording of “Schlittenfahrt,” the 
Rodgers and Hammerstein song 
better known in this country as 
“The Surrey with the Fringe on 
Top.” There was enough there to 
let you know what the piece was 
supposed to be, but any interest in 
what was going on was in the 


sheer perversity of the perfor¬ 
mance. I’ve seen people show 
more excitement at saving ten 
cents on a pound of butter than 
Tristan and Isolde conveyed on 
Saturday night. Maybe it was the 
idea of consummating their love 
on an enormous flight of astro- 
turf-covered steps, rather than in 
the lush garden Wagner intended, 
that dampened their desire. 

To be fair to Connell, I can cer¬ 
tainly understand the soprano’s 
distaste for her Tristan, Wolfgang 
Schmidt, given the way he sang, if 
that is the right verb. His coarse, 
grating voice did not hit more 
than four or five notes on pitch in 
the first two acts, though given the 
size of the wobble in his voice, he 
came close a number of times. He 
seemed to have no idea that words 
and sounds can be molded into 
phrases which express specific 
emotions. This is not a tenor who 
should be on an opera stage any¬ 
where, under any circumstances. 
(The San Francisco Opera is also 
featuring him in next summer’s 
Ring.) About three minutes from 
the end of the Act II love duet, the 
elderly gentleman in front of me 
simply put his hands over both of 
his ears and left them there until 
it was over. Smart man. 

Both Violeta Urmana, who 
made her U.S. opera debut as 
Brangane, and Tom Fox as Kurwe- 
nal were good. More than likely 
they would have been even better 
had they, like everyone else, not had

to suffer the “stage direction” by 
Michael Hampe which ranged 
from non-existent to downright 
perverse. For instance, at the end of 
King Marke’s great monologue, 
Victor von Halem (who sounded 
extremely old and woofy) and 
Schmidt went through an awk¬ 
ward-looking Martha Graham par¬ 
ody, ending up butt to butt, with 
Tristan grotesquely attempting to 
mold his back to King Marke’s. 

Of the orchestra and Donald 
Runnicles’ conducting of this ab¬ 
surdly uncut performance, there 
is little I can say, since I was rele¬ 
gated to a partial-view, sonically- 
challenged seat next to the audi¬ 
torium’s left wall. The orchestra 
seemed to consist of an invisible 
harp nestled in my left ear, with 
many other instruments playing 
somewhere near Sausalito. Since 
Act III basically consists of Tristan 
crying and moaning for about an 
hour, even the prospect of clearly 
hearing all the pretty music Wag¬ 
ner wrote for the harp at the end 
of the opera could not keep me in 
the theater. Fortunately, once I 
was home, some Loch Dhu Scotch 
and my CD of Marlene Dietrich’s 
“Schlittenfahrt” reminded me that 
life can be worth living. T

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A tale of two conductors

or anyone who has ever 
wondered how important 
an orchestra leader really is, 
the last two weeks at Davies Sym¬ 
phony Hall have been especially 
instructive. Resident Music Direc¬ 
tor Michael Tilson Thomas and 
guest conductor Sylvain Cambrel- 
ing stood in marked contrast, in 
two concert programs that easily 
showed the effect of their person¬ 
alities on both players and audi¬ 
ences alike. 

After his whirlwind start to the 
season, MTT departed for other 
duties abroad, but not before giv¬ 
ing us a satisfying night that in¬ 
cluded a fine rendition of an 
often-overlooked Tchaikovsky 
symphony, a minor local pre¬ 
miere, and a sympathetic back¬ 
drop for the highly anticipated ar¬ 
rival of pianist Martha Argerich. 

Cambreling conducted an 
oddly balanced program that also 
featured a guesting pianist. Of 
course, young Nikolai Lugansky 
could not be expected to generate 
the excitement surrounding the 
legendary Argerich, but his ap¬ 
pearance was still the most mem¬ 
orable aspect of an otherwise 
unimpressive evening. 

For twenty years, Frenchman 
Sylvain Cambreling has toiled 
mostly in European opera houses 
with success, but his career has in¬ 
cluded many symphonic engage¬ 
ments, and he has been appoint¬ 
ed Principal Guest Conductor of 
the Klangforum Wien, an ensem¬ 
ble specializing in contemporary 



music. That would probably ex¬ 
plain his choice of Pierre Boulez’s 
Notations for Orchestra I-IV as 
the opening selection of his sec¬ 
ond San Francisco Symphony 
visit. 

To American listeners, Boulez 
may be better known as a cham¬ 
pion of other modern composers, 
but his own thorny compositions 
have made an impact internation¬ 
ally and, while his many scores 
may eventually prove to be less in¬ 
fluential than previously thought, 
there is no denying the arresting 
brilliance of his own work. 

Notations is*an orchestration 
of four pieces from a set of twelve 
piano studies, each twelve mea¬ 
sures long and illustrative of the 
twelve-tone manifesto of the mid- 
1940s. Hard-edged and remark¬ 


ably concise, the settings are fasci¬ 
nating, if no more innovative than 
Anton Webern’s equally terse 
Variations for Orchestra, Opus 30, 
written five years earlier. Still, it 
was a luxury to enjoy Cambrel- 
ing’s impressive presentation of 
the later masterworks, and Sym¬ 
phony patrons were amazingly 
enthusiastic. Imagine, some thir¬ 
ty percussion instruments for 
only one segment of a work that 
lasts scarcely more than fifteen 
minutes! 

Returning from his well-re¬ 
ceived SFS and American season 
debut last year, Russian pianist 
Nikolai Lugansky performed a 
note-perfect and scrupulously 
fresh rendition of Edvard Grieg’s 
beloved Piano Concerto in A 
minor, Opus 16. From the open¬ 
ing bars on, the crowd was in 
heaven, some even daring to hum 
the more familiar themes. They, 
perhaps, supplied the fervor that 
was rather lacking in Lugansky’s 
interpretation. There is formida¬ 
ble talent in this young virtuoso, 
but little fire. As long as he tackles 
the great war-horses of the reper¬ 
toire, he will surely exhibit techni¬ 
cal facility, but he will have to get 
a few more miles on him to be¬ 
come a great artist. 

Cambreling ended his concert 
with a leaden version of Mozart’s 
penultimate Symphony No. 41 in 
C major, Jupiter. For once, it was 
possible to resist the grandeur of 
Mozart’s invention, simply be¬ 
cause it was such a pedestrian 
show. The orchestra can play this 
music with their eyes closed, and

Internalized 

Ballet Preljocaj triumphs

4% f the three Angelin Preljocaj works his company presented re~ 
I I cently at Yerba Buena Center for the Arts, two were rework* 
%0 ings of pieces from the Diaghilev repertoire, Le Spectre de la 
Rose and Noces, In his Spectre, Preljocaj’s aim is to reveal the vast 
discrepancy between the inner and outer lives. The exterior life is 
danced by two couples ironically confined in a large scrim-fronted 
box stage left, while the interior world has free reign in open space 
stage right. The couples move with structured formality, mocking 
the decorum of polite society, though at the end the underlying 
sensual and sexual frustrations begin to seep through. In contrast, 
the portrayers of inner desire dance with raw sexual abandon, their 
animal instincts motivating all their movements. 

Preljocaj's Noces presented a picture in which tradition has been 
completely internalized. The unison choreography suggests peer 
pressure to conform, While Nijinska’s version identified the op¬ 
pression of culture more concretely, Preljocaj’s suggestion of an in¬ 
visible force that compels the continuation of degrading traditions 
is all the more powerful, and the struggle against this insidiousness 
even more futile. 

Annunciation is a modern rendering of the meeting between the 
Virgin Mary and the angel. Like Spectre, it explores inner feelings in 
relation to the superficial appearance of events. Ultimately, it is this 
delving into depths that marks Preljocaj's work. His success is also 
due to the extremely high level of dancing by his company, the metic¬ 
ulous precision and musicality they have achieved. These are pieces 
I could see repeatedly and continue to mine their richness. V

ers, which proves that word of 
mouth does work. Regardless, 
they cheered all of the pieces in¬ 
discriminately — definitely no 
sexism, ageism or racism here. In 
terms of fulfilling the Festival’s 
long-term goal of creating “an an¬ 
nual festival that is recognized na¬ 
tionally for its singular focus and 
for the quality and the diversity of 
its programming,” however, 
there’s still a way to go. 

I don’t really want to quibble 
about whether or not there is a 
need for “a forum where the les¬ 
bian and gay community (as well 
as the community at large) can 
discover artistic work by lesbians 
and gay men; where artists are al¬ 
lowed to create dance work that 
deals directly with their life expe¬ 
rience.” But a gay choreographer 
and I speculated that it would 
perhaps be more interesting to try 
to put on a “straight” dance festi¬ 
val, since finding enough dancers, 
choreographers, theater designers 
and technicians would be a real 
challenge. And if “their life expe¬ 
rience” means “their erotic/sexual 
life as a lesbian/gay artist,” I find 
the singular focus a bit too con¬ 
stricting. Indeed, about half the 
pieces on the gala program 
weren’t specifically slanted toward 
lesbian/gay topics. 

The Gala opened with Joe 
Goode’s exquisite duet for a little 
boy, Willis Bigelow, and himself 
from his Deeply There — stories of 
a neighborhood. This intertwining 
of gymnastic lifts and storytelling 
is so touching I could have gone 
home completely satisfied with¬ 
out seeing anything more. Anoth¬ 
er highlight was Lynne Jassem’s 
Sex Anonymous, a perky combina¬ 
tion of tap dancing and stand-up 
comedy. Jassem’s timing in both 
tap and talk is as incisive as her 
wit. First Contact, a duet by Kevin 
Ware for Brian Fisher and him¬ 
self, had some dynamic and sen¬ 
sitive partnering, which comes 
from having danced together for 
so long that their bodies instinc¬ 
tively trust each other. And Close- 
dozed by Tomi Paasonen was the 
best piece of the evening. His so¬ 
phistication and European aes¬ 
thetic values almost seemed out of 
place on this program, but diver¬ 
sity in programming is also im¬ 
portant. 

Higher ground 

While this festival successfully 
promotes community spirit and 
perhaps introduces some audi¬ 
ence members to a broader range 
of dance, I still felt that the level of

the choreography and execution 
should have been higher. Fortu¬ 
nately, this proved to be the case 
the following week on the mixed 
program, with two-thirds of the 
dances showing solid profession¬ 
alism. Both Faerie Tale by Mercy 
Sidbury and Wayne Hazzard and 
Seat of Passion, a collaboration be¬ 
tween Sally Clawson, Samuael 
Topiary and Sue Roginski, dealt 
with relationships, jealousy, and 
the reconciliation of feelings and 


reality, but did so with complete¬ 
ly different approaches. What they 
had in common choreographical- 
ly was the overuse of pedestrian 
movement, i.e. walking and run¬ 
ning, which grates on me the 
same way a conversation too lib¬ 
erally interjected with “like” and 
“you know” does. If you really 
have something interesting to say 
(and both pieces did), then find a 
more interesting way to say it.

Chastity Bono sounds off

. hastity Bono will be reading 
from her book, Family Out- 
: ing, and answering ques¬ 
tions at the Metropolitan Com¬ 
munity Church, 150 Eureka 
Street, on Wednesday evening, 
Oct. 21, at 8 p.m. This event, 
sponsored by A Different Light 
Bookstore, is part of a nationwide 
publicity campaign for her new 
book on the coming out process, 
Family Outing. Speaking by tele¬ 
phone from Los Angeles, Chasti¬ 
ty checked in with Bay Area Re¬ 
porter writer Robert Julian. 

Robert Julian: I live down the 
street from the house you rented 
on Newburg Street, and I used to 
see you at the Diamond Heights 
Safeway from time to time. How 
long did you live in San Francis¬ 
co, and was it a happy time for 
you? 

Chastity Bono: I lived there a year 
and a half, and I wasn’t very 
happy. I was homesick all the time 
for Los Angeles. 

Did a name like Chastity result in 
lots of teasing when you were a 
child? 


A little bit. My parents made a 
movie with that name and Mom 
got pregnant during the filming, 
and so they gave the name to me. 
I’ve never seen the film. 

Does it strike you as odd that 
your father could be accepting of 
you and at the same time co-spon¬ 
sor the wildly homophobic "De¬ 
fense of Marriage Bill?" 

It was very bothersome to me at 
the time. I don’t think it strange, I 
think it was just politics. He felt he 
needed to do that based on his 
constituency and his party. 

Dee Mosbacher, the lesbian 
daughter of Reagan's cabinet sec¬ 
retary Robert Mosbacher, told me 
that all Republicans aren't as ho¬ 
mophobic as they may seem, but 
that they have to stifle themselves 
for political reasons. 

That’s been my sense of it, too. 
Obviously, I’ve been around a lot 
of Republicans, and they’re in a 
difficult situation with the reli¬ 
gious right — they give them so 
much money. But in a sense, I 
think it’s killing the party. 

In the book, you indicate that 
your mom was tough on you for

Family Outing by Chastity Bono with Billie Fitzpatrick; Little,

I f it were simply a memoir by the twentysomething lesbian off¬ 
spring of two celebrities, Family Outing wouldn’t be worth the 
paper it is printed on. But Chastity Bono’s first book, written 
with Billie Fitzpatrick, is a surprisingly ambitious and unique at¬ 
tempt to encapsulate the coming-out process and its myriad ram¬ 
ifications. Bono and Fitzgerald produce a remarkably compre¬ 
hensive, yet readable exploration of a topic that will always be of 
interest to lesbian and gay readers, their friends, parents, and ex¬ 
tended families. 

Family Outinghangs on the framework of Chastity Bono’s 
coming out dilemma and the way she chose to handle - and mis¬ 
handle - her own personal process. With the quotes from Chasti¬ 
ty’s mother, Cher, and references to the late Sonny Bono 
(singer/songwriter. Congressman, homophobe, and skier), Chasti¬ 
ty’s story would have been only mildly amusing. But the young 
Bono wisely incorporates her story as just one of many coming 
out stories that are presented in her book. Two of the key points, 
effectively made, clarify that coming out involves all members of 
a family and that, even though the timing and methodology may 
vary, coming out is a relatively universal process that unfolds in 
fairly predictable stages. 

Authors Bono and Fitzgerald begin their analysis with the 
childhood of gay and lesbian youth and the feeling of being some¬ 
how different, even though the nature of the difference is not yet 
understood. As the years pass, individuals identify the nature of 
their sexual orientation; explore their own sexuality; deal with 
their parents and friends on the issue; discover their own inter¬ 
nalized homophobia; and ultimately break through to the final 
level of acceptance of self and others. At each step in the process 
there are always opportunities for failure or retreat, but living in 
denial never works as a long-term solution. 

Parental journey 

Approximately two-thirds of the book deals with the journey of 
the gay/lesbian individual. The final third of the book describes in 
detail the journey of the parents in relation to the coming out of 
their children. In the first part of the book, Bono and Fitzgerald 
parallel Chastity’s journey with stories from nine or ten other in¬ 
dividuals. in the final third, the parents of these individuals are 
also brought in to discuss their personal process as well. Each of 
their stories expands on the coming out experience by illuminat¬ 
ing how the process is modified by personality, religious beliefs, 
and environment. Unfortunately, because the authors use so many

not dressing "femme" enough in 
your teens. Did you ever suggest 
to her that she might want to re¬ 
think her own outfits or her trips 
to the cosmetic surgeon?

Did you have any lesbian or gay 
role models? 

A lot of personal ones, yes. There 
were always a lot around who 
worked with my parents or were 
friends of the family. I never had 
to grow up with the feeling that 
gay was a bad thing, it was quite 
the opposite. 

In your coming out process, if you 
could do it over again, what 
would you do differently? 

It’s hard to say, it was such a dif¬ 
ferent time then. The stuff that I 
would do differently now, it don’t 
know if it would have been feasi¬ 
ble to do at that time. 

Butch and femme roles: lesbian 
stereotypes, or the way it really 
is? 

I don’t think there is a way it real¬ 
ly is. I’ve met people who fall into 
those roles and people who don’t 
at all. 

Your resemblance to Liz Smith 
really is remarkable, have you 
ever met her in person? 


No. 

If you do, will you discuss coming 
out with Liz? 

Probably not, I don’t want to pres¬ 
sure anyone into anything. I let 
them talk to me. Now I get a re¬ 
markable number of people com¬ 
ing out to me and asking my ad¬ 
vice. I do what I can to help those 
people. 


Would you do another book? 

I’m working on another book 
right now. For lack of a better 
word, it’s a memoir of my rela¬ 
tionship with an older woman 
who died of cancer. It takes place 
when I was 24, but it will be writ¬ 
ten in a novelized form. More like 
Postcards From the Edge. It’ll be 
personal, but it will read like a 
story. It’s something I need to get 
out. It’ll be a real departure from 
Family Outing. ▼

an Oct. 24 performance at the Ex¬ 
otic Erotic Ball. The 19th annual 
masquerade party, taking place 
this year at the Cow Palace, offers 
a melange of attractions, from 
music headliners to quirky side¬ 
show performers to a new “Fetish 
Hall.” Jones gets top billing in a 
line-up that also features Sugar 
Ray, Joan Jett and the Blackhearts, 
the Impotent Sea Snakes, and 
even Dennis Rodman. 

“I still love doing the live 
shows because it allows me free¬ 
dom of expression,” said the per¬ 
former, who has been an occa¬ 
sional film performer as well. 
“That’s when I get to go just as far 
as I feel like going, as far as the 
music and the audience pushes 
me to.” The music, she said, will 
represent all phases of her career: 
from the disco of “I Need a Man” 
and “La Vie en Rose,” to the 
brooding rhythms of the Warm 
Leatherette and Nightclubbing al¬ 
bums, to her 1993 dance hit “Sex 
Drive.” 

On the beat 

So just what is the difference 
between the maligned sound of 
disco and the hip beat of dance 
music? “It’s always been the same 
thing,” Jones said. “But critics just 
want to own it, and if they weren’t 
there when it happened, there’s a 
kind of jealousy.” 

Actually, Jones does see one 
difference. “Because then it was 
the beginning, there was a whole 
attitude that went with it, so I 
think it had a lot more soul than 
the dance music now,” she said. “It 
was a spiritual thing, you know. 
It’s like, you’d leave feeling like 
you’ve been to the most incredi¬ 
ble church and that you just 
danced and praised God all night, 
or something.” 

It sounds as if Jones misses 
those days. “Oh, yes,” she said, 
“sometimes I do. But I can still do 
that in my home. I create a little 
disco floor here. I throw my par¬ 
ties and we disco.” 

The “we” now includes her 
husband, Attila, whom she mar¬ 
ried two years ago in Brazil dur¬ 
ing Carnival. “He’s Turkish,” she 


said. “I call him a wedding singer 
because he does that part-time.” 

The image of Grace Jones with 
her sharp edges and icy mien can 
be intimidating to men, she 
knows, “but I think I would in¬ 
timidate the ones I want to intim¬ 
idate. If I was a man, I think I 
would like me very much.” 

Her men have included Euro¬ 
pean power-lifting champ Sven 
Thorson, actor Dolph Lundgren, 
and early artistic mentor Jean- 
Paul Goude, with whom she had 
a son, now 17 and studying music 
in England. Having Grace Jones as 
your mother could be an unset¬ 
tling experience, but she said, 
“He’s really very cool about it. He 
sees me as Mummy.” 

Gay men have been a big part 
of Jones’ following from the start. 
“Well, I feel like one of the family, 
and I guess they get that vibe, 
too,” she said. “I love performing 
in gay clubs more because it’s a lot 
more fun. They’re more creative. 
They appreciate you. They’re not 
intimidated. They don’t think I’m 
freaky. A lot of straight people 
think I’m a freak. ‘Here comes 


freaky Grace.’” 

She was a headliner this year at 
the Gay Games in Amsterdam, 
and she performed at a giant gay 
party last year in Hong Kong dur¬ 
ing the handover ceremonies. 
“There were 10,000 gay Hong 
Kong people, and it was amazing,” 
she said. “They were all there with 
their shirts off, just pouring sweat, 
dancing and dancing the whole 
night. I flashed back to that club 
in San Francisco I played many 
times, the Trocadero.” 

Better late than... 

Which brings us to the charge 
that Jones is famously late wher¬ 
ever she performs. “Oh, I don’t 
want to burst that bubble,” she 
said, “but it’s sort of a marketing 
strategy. People buy drinks while 
they wait. I’m expensive for the 
clubs, and a lot of people will 
leave right after the show. My 
diehard fans are the ones who I 
really want to play to, and they’re 
the ones who end up staying be¬ 
cause they know the system, and 
so they party. Sometimes I’m sit¬ 
ting in the dressing room just 


waiting for the owner to say OK.” 

Jones proved she could be on 
time last year when she played the 
evil witch in a touring production 
of The Wiz. “I loved it, but boy, it’s 
tough,” she said. “Eight shows a 
week. Moving from town to town. 
That’s exhausting.” 

The performer has numerous 
creative irons in the fire, including 
a new album she’s writing, an 
offer to play the mother of leg¬ 
endary African king Shaka Zulu 
in a movie, and an autobiograph¬ 
ical film that she’s writing and 
hopes to direct. 

“But I’m doing it all at my own 
pace,” Jones said. “I don’t want to 
be this factory. When you’re 
locked into long-term contracts, 
you can feel you’re being milked 
like a cow and that you’re just 
going to burn out. If I kept going 
that way — a record and then a 
world tour and then this and that 
— I would have been destroyed. 
When your health is gone and 
your mind is gone, the money 
doesn’t do shit. I just said, ‘Whoa, 
have a little fun, too.’” ▼

ancillary stories, and because they 
are juxtaposed with others within 
each chapter, it becomes difficult 
for the reader to keep them all 
straight (if you’ll excuse the ex¬ 
pression) from beginning to end. 
But this problem in continuity is 
offset by the added richness the 
individual experiences bring to 
the larger process, even if you 
can’t always remember who’s on 
first. 

There are some very funny 
passages in Family Outing, espe¬ 
cially when Cher describes her re¬ 
actions to Chastity’s evolving sex¬ 
uality. For instance, Cher tells 
Chastity about the moment when 
she first thought her daughter 
was gay, “You were about eleven, 
and we were in Paris, and we all 
decided to play dress up and take 
silly pictures. You dressed up in 
my black leather jacket. You had 
slicked back your hair in fifties 
style, and had a cigarette in your 
mouth and a switchblade in your 
hand. I thought, ‘Oh, my God.’ I 
was frightened. I thought you 
might be leaning toward being 
gay, and it made me nervous. It 
was the last choice of how I want¬ 
ed you to be.” 

But National Enquirer mo¬ 
ments like this one serve Family 
Outing as the “hook” which 
should assure the wide readership 
this book deserves. For gay or les¬ 
bian readers who are many years 
removed from the coming out 
process, there is little here which 
will surprise. But since Chastity 
Bono is so young, and the coming 
out process is still so fresh in her 
memory, this work takes on the 
kind of immediacy which the 
story would lack in the hands of 
an older gay or lesbian writer. 
Family Outing is a “must-read” for 
any young gay, bisexual, or lesbian 
individual who is thinking of 
coming out. And it is equally im¬ 
portant to the friends and families 
of these individuals. Authors Bono 
and Fitzgerald deserve congratula¬ 
tions for producing a ground¬ 
breaking book that should serve 
the gay and lesbian community 
well for many years to come. ▼

Lili Taylor in / Shot Andy Warhol 
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Death warmed over

asting Jason Priestley as 
Ronny Bostock, the improb¬ 
ably named young Holly¬ 
wood film actor who becomes the 
obsession of a middle-aged Eng¬ 
lish writer of sometime distinction 
in the film version of Love and 
Death on Long Island, struck me as 
brilliant even before I saw the film. 
As it happens, I knew several men 
-— of various ages — who had fab¬ 
ricated exotic excuses (including to 
themselves) for watching Beverly 
Hills 90210, only to finally admit it 
was to ogle Priestley as LA high 
schooler Brandon. I understood 
their discomfort well enough to be 
grateful that Priestley was simply 
not my stuff. Everyone deserves a 
day off. 

Readers of the Gilbert Adair 
novel on which the movie was 
based scarcely get a paragraph off 
in this psychologically harrowing 
tale of sexual obsession and its dis¬ 
contents. The novel, which at¬ 
tained cult status in the authors 
native Britain, has been out of 
print in this country for some 
time. In a notably clumsy bit of 
marketing and retailing, Grove 
Press has managed to release a new 
$12 paperback here — with the 
movie promo-pic of Priestley and 
obsesseur extraordinaire John 
Hurt on the cover — months after 
the predictably short commercial 
run of the smart art-house film. If 
there’s one thing fellow obsessives, 
the obvious market for this reissue, 
are all but incapable of, it’s waiting. 

That said, the book was worth 
the wait, if you don’t mind having 
the protective sheath on your 
nerve fibers pared away slowly 
and skillfully. “It is, paradoxically, 
logic that is the mainstream of 
every obsession,” Adair writes 
through the mouthpiece of Eng-

Lavish attention 

What a difference Michael 
Tilson Thomas made the week be¬ 
fore, with his impassioned traversal 
of Tchaikovsky’s Symphony No. 2 
in C minor, Opus 17, Little Russian. 
This work is hardly on a par with 
Mozart’s Jupiter, but you never 
would have known it from the 
warmth of the orchestral response. 
For such a relatively small creation, 
MTT lavished the kind of attention 
he would afford Beethoven. The re¬ 
sults were thrilling and brought the 
spotlight back to the maestro after 
Martha Argerich’s triumph earlier 
that night. 

Controversial and fiery in her 
youth and with a bad reputation 
for cancellations, Martha Argerich 
has nonetheless become a towering 
exemplar of the great star pianist 
tradition. Her long-awaited debut 
appearance at Davies brought an 
extended ovation before she even 
played a note. For once, the soloist 


was as big a name as the conductor. 

Still, Tilson Thomas is too 
good and generous a musician to 
let a competitive attitude prevail, 
and his accompaniment for 
Prokofiev’s Piano Concerto No. 3 
was mostly sympathetic. There 
were a few uncertain moments, as 
Prokofiev allows for more orches¬ 
tral interpretation than other con¬ 
certo writers, but MTT reined in 
his own instincts, in order to give 
Argerich her authoritative head. 

The Third is a signature piece 
for Argerich, and her mastery has 
deepened. Less mercurial and 
showy than in years past, she now 
flows effortlessly with the difficult 
moods. With a stunningly clear 
idea of the narrative structure, 
Martha Argerich plays as if she 
wrote the piece herself. Her SFS 
debut was truly worth the wait. 

Gordon Getty’s negligible set¬ 
ting for male chorus and orchestra 
of Edgar Allen Poe’s Annabel Lee 
opened the evening. It is brief and 
easy on the ear. First performed in 
Los Angeles eight years ago, some 
patrons wondered what it was 
doing here so late. Well, as Mel 
Brooks said in History of the World, 
sometimes, “It’s good to be king.” T

lish author Giles 
D’Eath (yeah, 
yeah), in the 
process explicat¬ 
ing his own 
method. “Ad¬ 
vancing measure 
by measure, step 
by single step, 
not one of them 
skipped or leapt 
over, towards 
the psychic 
acrostics of 
madness itself, 
such is the 
path taken, 
usually con- 
sentingly, by the obsessive.” 

The passage foretells what is ar¬ 
guably the “hitting bottom” 
episode of this gnawing, claustro¬ 
phobic saga. Having stalked the 
teen heartthrob he first saw in a 
movie he attended by mistake (on 
a self-imposed holiday from writ¬ 
ing; is there a moral here?) through 
fan zines and bad videos, he at¬ 
tempts to discover the one thing he 
hasn’t yet found out by pasting 
cut-outs of Ronnie’s head over 
nude torso photos in boy-porn 
mags. If you can read this chapter 
without physically shuddering, 
you probably aren’t following 
events in Washington, either. 

This clever modern reworking 
of Thomas Mann’s classic 1912 
novella Death in Venice, a work 
that continues to exert a pull on 
readers and writers of a certain cast 
of mind, maintains signal features 
of Mann’s plot while differing 
from its model in important ways. 
Most significandy, it is told entire¬ 
ly in the first person. Most con¬ 
spicuously, it ends not with its pro¬ 
tagonist’s death but with his termi¬ 
nal, corrosive psychic dissolution. 
The final pages, brilliant writing of 
deceptive simplicity, are about a 
mental state as sick as it gets. 

The movie differs from the 
book in that, as a movie more 
likely would, it spends at least half 
its time on D’Eath’s pursuit of 
Ronnie on the latter’s Long Island 
home turf and their eventual, live, 
one-on-one interactions. Adair’s 
book spends less time on Long Is¬ 
land and more on how every man, 
or at least this one, is an island. 
Since most of what happens, hap¬ 
pens in D’Eath’s fevered imagina¬ 
tion, the novel has very little dia¬ 
logue, and most of that reported 


rather than in 
real time.

Beyond lumpy 

Death in Venice 
obsessives may be 
cheered to know that there is a 
new translation of the novella and 
11 other Mann stories, Death in 
Venice and Other Tales (Viking, 
$25.95), by Joachim Neugroschel. 
Although it’s not the best of avail¬ 
able English translations — Clay¬ 
ton Koelb’s version for the Norton 
Critical Edition, faithful not just 
to Mann’s content but to his 
prose’s deepest underlying 
rhythms, and even as translation 
a major piece of writing, is still 
unsurpassed — it’s a giant step 
beyond the lumpy old H.T. Lowe- 
Porter translation that’s still the 
most prevalent. 

In fact, the only clumsy prose 
in the whole new volume is Neu- 
groschel’s preface, explaining his 
method in a triumph of argle-bar- 
gle. It’s virtually an argument not 
to read on. But when you do, you 
encounter swift, clean modern 
English that renders Mann’s 
Olympian prose in sentences no 
less complex but significantly freer 
of hurdles than most other trans¬ 
lations, which seem cowed by the 
original. As good a test passage as 
any is the description of the source 
of the cholera epidemic breaking 
out in Venice. In poor translations, 
it’s all but impenetrable. In Neu¬ 
groschel, it goes down as smooth¬ 
ly as the rest of the tale. 

The new translation feels like 
the work of a fellow writer who 
feels no need to mount an apolo¬ 
gy for a defining text about a sub¬ 
ject that’s still a societal hot but¬ 
ton. (Note the low-profile promo¬ 
tion of the new Lolita movie.) It’s 
the frankness of Neugroschel’s 
presentation, and representation, 
that returns to Mann’s tale its 
great and hard-won urgency. T

Speaking of unsavory, if you 
were one of the ten people who 
actually paid money to see the 
Avengers movie this summer be¬ 
cause you just got off Mir and 
hadn’t heard it was The Worst 
Movie Ever Made, you can find 
the style, wit, double entendre and 
high camp pathetically absent 
from that rip-off of the marvelous 
60s Avengers TV series on Buddy 
Faro. One of fall’s best new items 
(and the only good new show on 
CBS), BF stars the ever-affable 
Dennis Farina as a Rat Pack-era 
private eye who disappeared for 
two decades, only to be found in 
Mexico by Bob, a young 
up-and-coming P.I. (Frank Wha¬ 
ley). Allison Smith rounds out the 
cast as Julia, P.I.-in-training. 

Set in Hollywood, BFhas preat 


sets, stunning edits, snappy dia¬ 
logue, strong acting (Farina is ter¬ 
rific as always; Whaley and Smith 
provide excellent support), and 
has a neat noir-ish quality. 
Episode two featured George 
Hamilton (ensconced in the infa¬ 
mous tan, natch), an aging gay 
actor, and a very campy plotline a 
la Sunset Boulevard. BF provides 
camp fun for Friday nights — and 
a welcome relief from Fox’s com¬ 
petition, the dreary, homophobic 
Millennium. 

Hyped souffle 

BF is delectable, but the obvi¬ 
ous choice for queerview is the 
much-hyped NBC 
sit-com souffle, Will 
& Grace. We expected 
to loathe this show, 
bracing ourselves for 
Ellen-e sque overkill. 
But though W&G is 
not without 
flaws, it is, in a 
word, hilari¬ 
ous, with a su¬ 
perb cast and 
snap-diva dialogue. (Think Mad 
About You starring a tight-assed 
queen and type-A fruitfly. Oh. 
Now that we think about it, that is 
Mad About You. Okay, think Mad 
About You without heterosexual 
sex, and a bird instead of a dog.) 

Debra Messing (Grace), a 
guilty pleasure of ours, has excel¬ 
lent — and surprising, given her 
previous dramatic credits — 
comedic talent. Eric McCormick 
(Will) is duly believable as an up¬ 
tight straight-acting queen with 
control issues. The show’s shtick 
is pure sit-com: Will and Grace 
are best friends since college; he’s 
a lawyer, she’s a designer. She 
leaves her husband-to-be at the 
altar and moves in with the re¬ 
cently dumped Will. Thrown into 
the mix are Will’s close friend and 
high diva, Jack (Sean Hayes of 
Billy's Hollywood Screen Kiss), and 
Grace’s assistant, the rich and 
ditzy Karen, who works to get out 
of the condo while her Latina au 
pair raises her children. Will’s 
client, Texas oilman Harlan, pro¬ 
vides laughs as he tries to navigate 
oueer territory in a politically cor-

Seeing Frank Shawl perform is 
always a treat, and his appearance 
in Sonya Delwaide’s Lui was an es¬ 
pecially tasty morsel. Despite 
being the oldest dancer that 
evening, in terms of charisma and 
artistry, he’s still on top. Del¬ 
waide’s evocative and efficient 
choreography gave Shawl the op¬ 
portunity to enrich the steps with 
his very expressive hands and face. 

While Steuart Gold and Glenn 
Jenkins’joint creation, This Blan¬ 
ket of Him, had its moments of 
tenderness, too much time and 
energy was spent moving the 
myriad of props and set ele¬ 
ments, which overwhelmed the 
intimate space of Dance Mission 
Theater. Minimalism has a few 
virtues still.

Hayes is the show’s most fabu¬ 
lous item, and we do mean fabu¬ 
lous. The gayest character on TV 
since Paul Lynde left Bewitched 
for Hollywood Squares, Hayes 


screams queer in a way Ellen 
never could. Which prompts a 
memo to Hayes’ agent: If your 
client keeps playing gay roles this 
well, people may think he is gay. 

But we digress. As this year’s 
certain GLAAD award-winner 


(we’ve become so presumptuous; 
call us Jean Dixon, your psychic 
friend), W&G differs from Ellen 
in that the queers are already out 
and being gay is a slap-shtick side 
dish, not the main course. The — 
for lack of a better word — sub¬ 
stance of the show charts the car¬ 
tography of friendship, predicat¬ 
ed on the theory (known to most 
straight women and many gay 
men) that friendship is more last¬ 
ing and rewarding than the 
ephemera of romance. 

When it comes to things gay, 
word play, not foreplay, is all 
W&G has to offer; we doubt sex 
will ever raise its thus-far flaccid 
head. However, heterosexuality 
doesn’t get a very good rap, either: 
Karen recommends marriage for 
money and security, Harlan 
makes doleful comments on his 


marriage, and Grace’s ex, Dan, 
was, well, a loser in the romance 
department (“He high-fives you 
after sex,” cries Will). But the show 
always ends with a disturbing lit¬ 
tle heterosexual contretemps be¬ 
tween Will and Grace — a kiss on 


the lips, Will falling into the bath¬ 
tub where Grace is naked, and so 
forth. Thus our recommendation, 
tempered by caveats: We know 
Will and Jack are gay because they 
talk and act gay. We just wish the 
sexual aspect hadn’t moved to 
post-gay before we ever got to see 
it. 

As the soaps turn 

Meanwhile, soaps once again 
raise queer questions: When Sun¬ 
set Beach's Virginia, dressed in her 
catering pants and bow tie, artifi¬ 
cially inseminated the sleeping 
Vanessa (in high femme brides¬ 
maid’s drag — lavender, no less) 
with the turkey baster this week, 
were we the only viewers who 
found this incredibly dykey? 

Queery two: Where, we ask, 
was All My Children's Kevin 
Sheffield, soapdom’s only out gay 
character, when best friend Kelsey 
left town? Is he off at queer camp 
(like he needed it) or what? Since 
the two spent last year enmeshed 
in an intense queer storyline, 
shouldn’t he at least have said 
Adieu and bon chance?

The 

Diebenkorn 


Y ou can read Richard Diebenko- 
rn’s paintings like a book. As you 
wander through the monumen¬ 
tal Diebenkorn retrospective now 
hanging in the San Francisco Museum 
of Modern Art, you realize the story is 
epic and masterful, a major body of 
work in American art. 

The opening pages date from from 
the late 1940s, when the artist was in 
his late 20s, married, and living in 
Sausalito. You’ll see muted abstrac¬ 
tions, earthy in tone, irregular patch- 
works and broad swath of color, noth¬ 
ing flashy, but certainly not staid. It’s a 
modest start, yet the potential energy 
makes itself felt. 

The story swiftly shifts to Albu¬ 
querque. The abstract tale continues, 
but in ever more elaborate configura¬ 
tions, and with increasing confidence 
and dynamism. 

Revealed is an artist continually re¬ 
working ideas on canvas, building up 
layers, combining an architect’s preci¬ 
sion with an abstractionists’ insistence 
on subverting meaning. We can see 
Mondrian’s influence at work on 
Diebenkorn. His canvases ripple with 
with tension and vivid colors. 

But change is about to happen. You 
can almost see it coming. 

Cezanne and Matisse had been on 
Diebenkorn’s mind. Suddenly the flur¬ 
ry of abstractions take on discernable 
shapes. Fields, ocean cliffs, structures 
begin to emerge. Expressionistic still 
lifes pop up. Human figures appear, 
posed and pensive. It is as though 
Diebenkorn had felt too restricted and 
needed to explode into life. 

Then, abrubtly, the drama shifts 
once more. Diebenkorn abandons rep¬ 
resentation to return to abstraction. 
We enter his “Ocean Park” phase, as 
the artist lives the sunny life in south¬ 
ern California. The paintings become 
vast in both size and geometric com¬ 
plexity. From here the story barrels full 
on toward a powerful conclusion, 
sweeping us to an epiphany.V

Karlson’s Tight Spot (10/19) is an 
entertaining little crime drama 
about a gangster’s moll (a mid¬ 
dle-aged Ginger Rogers in a 
slicked-back D.A.) who is pres¬ 
sured by a police officer (Brian 
Keith) and a district attorney (Ed¬ 
ward G. Robinson) to testify 
against the most powerful man in 
the mob. This 1955 film contains 
some of the most overripe dia¬ 
logue in any film noir. (“Why 
should a cop strain his brain to 
give anyone the benefit of his 
cheesy doubt?” asks Rogers.) The 
pulpy writing is complemented by 
an incredibly hammy perfor¬ 
mance by Rogers, who acts as if 
she were doing a gangster spoof 
on Uncle Milty’s show. 

The Roxie crowd that can’t 
seem to get enough of the seamy 
melodrama of Samuel Fuller’s 
The Naked Kiss will want to check 
out the festival’s double bill of the 
director’s The Crimson Kimono 
and Underworld, USA (10/22). 
The Crimson Kimono features one 
of Fuller’s typically startling open¬ 
ings, in which a bikini-clad strip¬ 
per named Sugar Torch is chased 
out of a burlesque joint and down 
a seedy L.A. street by a gun-toting 
madman who eventually shoots 
her to death. The investigation 
into Sugar’s murder by two detec¬ 
tives (Glenn Corbett and James 
Shigeta) is interwoven with a sub¬ 
plot involving an interracial love 
triangle that develops between the 


men and a young woman (Victo¬ 
ria Shaw) who may have clues to 
the killer’s identity. Tougher and 
more fast-paced, if slightly more 
conventional, is Fuller’s Under¬ 
world, USA, which follows an 
ex-con (Cliff Robertson) as he in¬ 
filtrates the mob in order to bring 
down the men responsible for the 
death of his father. 

In the Blake Edwards-directed 
Experiment in Terror, Ross Martin 
plays a novel psychopath, a kind of 
combination serial killer and ex¬ 
tortionist, who uses threats, intim¬ 
idation, and brutal tricks to get a 
young bank teller (Lee Remick) to 
steal $100,000. This film, in which 
almost every violent act of the 
heavy-breathing villain is some¬ 
how sexualized, was considered 
shocking in its day, and it still has 
some chilling moments. 

I can’t vouch for the quality of 
Columbia Noir’s other offerings 
— Human Desire (10/16), 
Pushover (10/17), 5 Against the 
House (10/19), Shock Proof 
(10/20), Nightfall (10/20), or The 
Lineup (10/21) — which aren’t 
available on video and rarely turn 
up on TV. Of the six, 5 Against the 
House seems to be the one to 
catch. Esteemed critic David 
Thomson, while admitting to 
being swayed by a young Kim 
Novak’s “sultry presence” in the 
film, calls it one of the best 
planned-crime movies ever. T
